Houfeof Commons, a^d faid he was for giv- 
ing America the mart explicit declaration of 
independence ; that the minifter who refufed 
to concur with him in this doctrine, would 
bo b-^b'y criminal^ and fu culpable, that he 
would not ac\ with him. lie concluded) 
with a panegyric on bitniilf and his afl*o- 
ciates, and faid, they were fo firmly united 
that not e»en the fevered (trokes of provi- 
dence could difunite them. 

F'ulay July 5. The Hoafe of Commony 
was remarkably full of Member., not Ids 
than 350 had taken their feats by 3 o'clock, 
and the galkry was quite crowded, in expec- 
tation of hearing Mr- Fon"s rcifons for his 
frdden rc&^nation ; all were in fufpence, 
•r.d anxiety for near an hour, when Sir 
Francis Molyneux came for the Houfr to at- 
tend the Lords on a commifnon from his 
Majefly. When the 9pc«Lcr returned, the 
expectation of rvery one was wound up ar 
high as ever. The attention of the Members 
was now directed to the bar, and a general 
commotion fuccecded on the appearance of 
MefT. Fox and Burke, who inftaatty featcd 
themiVlves on the opposition fide of the> 
Houfe ; many of their partisans followed 
rheir example. At this time the Hon. Wil- 
liam Pitt fcated himfelf on the Trcafnrv 
Bench, jufr where Mr. Fox ufed to fit. The 
important moment now arrived ; all were 
filcnt aud attentive ; when General Conway 
rofe and moved, " That tbt Houft da adjourn 
" to Tor fiay next." This motion was car- 
ried without a fy liable being faid in oppori"- 
tion to it. \ 

Tuefday, July 9. The enriofity of the pub- 
lic to karn the canfes and extent of the late 
revolution in the cabinet, occafioned great 
multitudes to attend aboat the Houfe of Com- 
mons by twelve o'clock. The crowd was fo 
eager and violent in the lobby, that they o- 
verpowered the door keepers, and filled not 
only the gallery, but even the Members feats 
behind the bar. In order to obtain a more 
free c-rcuktioa of air to fijpdcrate the heat 
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tti t'.ie Houfe, the Shaker ordered the feats, 
a>nd even the Ivbby to be cleared. 

At 4 o'clock the body of the Houfe was

y.i. Fox made an culogium on the dercaf- 
ed Marquis. That noble lord wa^ no more; 
and his principles no longer guided the cabi- 
net. The prcfent Ml aider was a man gi- 
gantic in promifes, bnt a pigmy in perfor- 
mance?. Mr. Fox declared he had differed 
with the cabinet, becaufe he fodnd the majo- 
rity againrt giving America unconditional in- 
dependence. Another reafon was, the ap- 
po.ntment of Lord Shrtburne to the office of 
Firrt Lord of the Treafury. He would draw 
410 comparifon between the prcfent Firft Lord, 
nnd the predeceflor of the noble Ma quis ; he 
would n»t infott fallen great nefs by the com- 
panion ; their abilities, their characters, were 
not to be compared. 

Hon. iYiUiom Vitt anfwrred Mr. Fox, and 
declared his fufpicion,*that. the real caofc of 
the riglit honourable grot K man's resignation 
wa?, an unfuccefsful llruggtc for power ; and 
a&ed Mr. Fox how he came to accept Lord 
Shclborne as an official colleague, if he really 
tntertained the opinion of him he had jurt 
tao-.v exprrfTcd. 

Mr. Butte rofe and fpokc, but was Heard 
with fo little attention, that he grew extrava- 
gancy angry ; but hitting upon an eocomiom 
on Lord North, he raited a loud laugh in|hc 
Hnnfe, and was better heard. 

IVednefday, July n. Lord Sbelbttrne de- 
clared in the Houfc of Lords, That when the 
indtprndfttcy of stneeriea tuas axxrwrd, the fun 
vf Great Britain would fct.

Cavendilh, he cave Mr. Fox a f*de blow 
which has been univerfally taken notice of.

hro of the cabinet who had retigncd ; he ad- 
mired the one for his great ednl\%if\ % but he 
venerated the other for his ircort ufhble inte- 
fr'tty. The bfs, however, was not of fo very 
lamentable a kind as to prevent the bufineis 
•f the nation from being effectually carried on* 

The Rockingham party is broken up ; part 
iff them are in oppofition, a«d part in admi- 
«i ft ration. The Bedford parry it is thpught 
will form the (lamina of the prcfent MIriiftry. 
Before the meeting of Parliament a coalition 
rt expected between th,e old and new Admini*

If Mr. Fox ref.gncJ becaufe unconditional 
independence to America was jefufed, lie ha* 
acted more like a rebel eoniftaiv, than an Eug- 
hlh MiniHer.

I HE following letter clearly ibews that 
France, by afii fling the R»bcls to gain 
.•endrnce, means chiefly the ruin of Eng- 
land ; as without her Colonies her marine 
inuft fall, and then her commerce will fin It 
efcourfe. General Du Porrail was chofen 
by the French Minirtry, and lent info the 
rebel fe price on account of his great abilities. 
The prefmt letter is a tfrong proof of them. 
While thn adherents of Republicanifm infift 
on the King and Parliiment granting inde- 
pendency to America, they muft appear in 
the eyes of all unprejudiced perions, as men 
who are acting rather as the em flaries of 
France and of the Rebels, than as true and 
loyal fubjecls of England. Their condufl is 
a notorious proof, that they are either under 
the influence of a dclufion more dangerous 
than ever before afticled any fet of tnoon- 
itruck politicians ; or that they ace treachc- 
roufly aiding thr enemies of th:s country, uq- 
der the hypocritical pretence of fervi'ng it. 
The perufal of M. du Port ail's Ictt.r is 
frrioufly recommended to Mcffrs. Fox and 
Burke.

This, 
firing continued an hour and three quarters, 
till our rear rcceivrd the bretxr, and began, 
to clofe the line, and only ferved to (hew the 
enemy's want of enterprife in not daring to 
feize the opportunity, that the partial breeze 
afforded them to clofe with our van when 
fepaiated from the rear. The enemy had 
not received much viiible damage ; but one

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of them foon after loll her forrmafl, an J wt 
found that two had received fo mu.h hur:, 
that they were obliged »o bear a*ay to BafTc- 
terre, Gaudak>upc, to refit before the fecund 
•ft ion, fo that they were not in ii, and they 
appear to have been the lhi,s lincc captured 
by Sir Samuel Hood. 

The 10th fpent in refitting, and keep- 
ing the wind, a;<d tianfjwjfiog the van, and 
(ear diviftonr., as the van had lowered In the 
action of the 9th. On the tith, in the 
morning, one of the enemy's difabled ihips 
was difcovcrcd at Baffcterre, and the frcond 
was fecn ftceiing for it. She was chacrd, 
but got in. Two other fb ps were dfcovered 
fur to windward, the one getting up a fore- 
yard, the other a m.im-to,.-rr.ail. On this a 
genenl'chacc was ordered. In the afternoon 
the Ag<*meranon, Capt. Caldivcl!, and lome 
others, got near thefe two fb'ip*, which in* 
confluence made (ignals for aluflauce; at 
this time, onU' ihr<*e <-r four of the body of 
the Fr nch fleet were vifi'ole from the F«r- 
midablc's maff-he.id. De Grafle bore down 
to protect his difablrd fhips, which our head- 
znoft ihtps continord to threaten, til) the van 
of the French fleet got near up. They then 
bore down into their Nations, and our l:ne 
was formed In clofe order. 

In the Wert Indies, the wind grncrally 
kawls to the northward, towards evening; 
to make the moil of this circumftanee, our 
fleet flood to the fouthward till two nrit 
morning, and then tacked with their heads 
to the nor. h ward. In the morning of the 
1 ith, the enemy was d:fcovercd broad on the 
lee bow, and one of their (hips directly to 
leeward, with her bowf,T.t gone, and Icire- 
nafl acrofs her forcca^le towed by a frigate, 
the wind E. S. E. The Valiant, Cap;. G00J- 
alJ, and Monarch, Capt. Reynold , we r? or- 
dered down to engage her; (his obi ged Dc 
Grafle to edge down to protccl her. Admiral 
"Drake led with the (larboard tacks, making 
the mud of the wind to fecure the weather 
gage. When it was judged thai De Gr-ifTe 
had g*">t far enough to leeward to put it in 
our power ro make the' action dec i five, the 
Valiant and Monarch wtic ordeird to refome 
their flations. The French wer- now form- 
ing their line on the ryrofite tjttj an< J t j ie 
windcf rn'o^; at> ut to the c*fl«ad, th*-y h?d 
hopes of icgjiinipg their ufual right t\r d f- 
rance, as thr r van pointed to windward of 
ours. O^r fl? t dilpofcd n a line a-heid, .:t 
one cable's d flsnce, co tinucd fhnding on, 
led by Admiral Drake.

by Admiral Drake's djvifion, the un e mitting 
tire of the Duke, Capt. Gard.vr, and L ?i own 
unlu; (invtable, qi*.Uk, and .'-eli-ii ic^ied fire, 
enabled the Formidable, af cr pa.un,; the 
VilL* dc Pa *nJ her fee »nds, almolt id 
cont-icV to cut ihe enemy'. line between the 
fecond and third fh':p a 'crn of the Ville de 
Pa. is. Ti.is bold m.i;ur~vie of the Formida- 
b!e, gave the de*. ilive turn to th s im ortanr 
day ; it bought ti.e four enemy'* fhips next 
a-drrn u-to one ^iou.>, which th" Formida- 
ble, Nanu r, jnd Duke playvd on, as if a 
finale objecl, fo that a fliot c »uld not puflibly 
mifs. The Formidable then wore round on 
her heel, and a fignal was made for our van to 
tack, which brought oor fleet to windward of 
the enemy on the fame tack. 

It was half" part nine before Sir Samuel 
Hood's divilion, now the rear, rot info at- 
t ; otu The breeze was fo fmall, rhit the Bar- 
ftcor took an hour and h .i IF to pafs the ene- 
my's line only fo far as the opening mide by 
the FoimidibJc, giving a moft tiemrndooi 
well -connected fire- From the calmnefi of 
the day, the Monarch fell on board of her, 
but the Ibips fepararcd without damage. After 
parting the Frer.ch ihfps, the H.irflcur w^s 
towed round by her boats, and a breeze 
fj r nging gp about a quar.er after two, made 
fail 10 cut off* the difabled (hips. At this 
tirrte the~French fleet appeared difabled, rout- 
ed, and in diforder. The Centaur, Capt. In- 
glerield, in the rear, firft came up w?th the 
Cxfar, w hich he attacked in a mauerly man- 
ner, but «he would not yield, till cut up by 
three different fbips. Her captain fought no- 
bly, and re!l in the acYion. At a quarter af- 
rrr thr r, ihe ftrutk, and foon after her fore- 
mali fell over her fide : nor had Ihe a foot of? 
eanvafj without a Ihot hole. The Hector 
flruck to the Canada, wh th did not flop to 
t^k" polfefTion of her f but pulLcd on to the 
V:!lr dc Paris. About a quarter before fix, 
tVe A'dent flruck to the Belliqueux. The 
B:rrteur thvn flood on to the Ville de Paris, 
then engaged by the Canada. Countde Graffe 
firmed only to wait to hare the honour of 
yield ng to a flag (hip, and after receiving a 
moil tremendous elofc cannonade of about ten 
minutes, ftrutk his flag, and was conduced 
on hoard the Karflrur. The Glorieux, af:cr 
lofing every m.ifV, her boltfprit, and enfi^n 
flarT, did not yield, till furrounded by our 
fliipt. It fcll'd^rk, as the Vtlle dc Paris 
ftrutk, and to keep the fleet collected, and 
fee ore the prizes, it w« thought proper to 
bring to. The enemy made oft, and were out 
of light to leeward before morning. The 
F.C' ch trorp* on b ard confided of five regi- 
nvr.ts, amounting to 5400 mee. The Cxfae 
t-ught fin-, by d.-awmg off fome fpirits. A 
l:ei.:eninr, and t'.o off the Centaur's people 
were blown up in her, and about zco French- 
m» n. Tlx Ville de Pari* had a large fum of 
mo ev on b nrd.

N- w it appears, ilu( fingle 
fb'm in the French tine, loft as many rp.in, 
as our whole 56 (hips; that the Marybo- 
rough, which iurtain'd the firft fire of 23 
Fr-nch fhi ; >s, had only three men killed, and 
Sixteen woundc '. And as by the care of the 
Adnvralty, our fhips no* have the advan- 
tage in point of failing, and it ?p; eais, that 
the way to receive leall damage from the 
enemv, is to engage near, it is to b«- hoped 
thnt every othcet wll rake advantage of the 
native inrrepid'ty of the framen, ro Javr t''e 
men and Ihips, and get pollelfion of t h-ir »T»e- 
mies, and that we lhall have no moe iVch 
cold-hearted opinions circulated among our 
people, that can anfw r no purpofe, bet to 
lht Irer rhe unmanly cowaid, o» the man who 
to pleafe a farlior, would facr fiee his coun- 
try. In aclions with ftvglc (hips, (Mir h>avc 
capta ; ns ilw )"J have uf^d this advantage. 
It would be right to reduce general aft ions

*' I have the plcafure to acquaint y-.u, that 
we came up with the French fleet on the 9th 
in the morning, ofF Prince Rupert's Bay, 
"Dominique.

perfilred, it muft have brought on a general 
action, the night intervening, put a period to 
fhebufinefy hut efrefloalry brought it on the 



next morning. They got fo far to leeward 
that night, they could r.-»i recover their 
ground in the night"; invoffible as it was to 
avoid being brought to action next day, (the 
12th) they very handfom. ly brought it on 
thtmfclves m the morning. It begun at half 
pall feven, and did not clufc till that time at 
night ; they were to windward, ard the lines 
p*lt each other till it came to the center, 
when our Adminl broke their line to wind- 
wardward, doubled on them, frconded by the 
Namur, and ihips aflcrn of him in his'divi- 
Hon, and inftantly decided the f te of the 
day ; broke their line a fecond time, and rhe 
day ended- with the capture of the C\>mre d*» 
(S alle, who behaved nobly in the Villc de 
Paris, and has had the g'enerofi:y to own, 
that he thought himlclf, with the advantage 
of men a.J mrr 1, and !argcn»ls of th,eit 
[hips, Icily equal to our fuprrionty of num- 
bers, which yas in faft uMefs to us, any 
further tlun having fi.me f.cfh flips after the 
action; for the battle and martrivnng was 
between the two illands of Donj'Vquu and 
GuadaJ, up**, pot ten leagues acr.-|. pur lofs 
you will fee in the account publilhed, which 
in the whole line wll not exceed that on 
bojrd the Villede Par s., as I bavcjult now 
had it from an officer on board her. 

" Wc in general fullered much in our 
mafts. yards, and rggrng, and with JftonjJh- 
ment it was that rhe Formidable cimrthrough 
ihe line, and doubled Kck aga n wiihr-ut 
once being hurt. 1 have not t me to enlarge 
upon the matter. But it mvft be owned tiuc 
Sir G<-orge's behavi-.or was gtcat indeed ! 

«* His own ihip, hi? two feconds', rtic Cana- 
da, with a few orhrrs ? chirlly .n the' Center, 
were lrrefiftible: half the numb: r of fuch 
fhips, f\» fought, would have b« «t the French, 
many of whom, as well as I> GrafTe, be- 
haved nobly ; the nil hoi fled all the fail 
they couhf, and, for want of a few more 
h'>urs diy light, efcaned. luif as the day 
cloft-d (except a few totally diiahlrd) we were 
refitted and fit for a frelh "engagement.

The Duke Capt. Gardner, was the (nip 
that fitft broke through the enemy's line, in 
order to throw them into confunon. After 
exchanging fire with thirteen (hips, by which 
evrry ma ft and yard was wounded, arid every 
fail Ihot ihrough, (he came again into her 
fl at ion, arnidlr the moil applauding acclama- 
tions. 

If any one officer dirtipgofbrd himfclf more 
than another in the aft ion of the nth of 
April, when all behaved with the hi^heft 
gallantry, it was Captain Cornwallis, of the 
Canada. After lingly engaging a French 74 
ibf- ftr>ick. to him, he left a* frigate to 
take poifeiTion of her, and immediately bore 
jdown to the Ville dc Pars. In fhorr, the 
conduct of the Canada wjt fuch, as to excite 
nnivrrlal admiration throughout the fleet ! 
bhe was the fljip which the iongeft engaged 
tV* Ville de Paris, while the French file was 
nmft vjolmt. 

The French (hip that was funk ,ecd*ed 
her fatal broadfide from the Formidable* 
which Sir Charles Douglas in his private let- 
ter fays, was fo regular a one, that three tier 
of guns made but one platoon report ; the ef- 
fect this had on the enemy's fh'p, was fuch, 
that Sir Chailes exclaimed—" By CoH y Jb< 
goa do-Mft ivitb the m-xt brcudfide ."' — But he 
had no fooner faid tl eie words than fhe funk, 
and not a foul on board was faved.' 

In the action great advantage was derived 
from Sir Charles Douglas's mechanical im- 
provements in the management of fea artil- 
lery, as maybefcen' in the difference of the 
killed and wound* d on both ftdes ; while his 
cmhuftaftic ardour for his country's glory 
made him eager to ftizc every accident that 
happened, to promote, the Admiral's with of 
a decifivc action.' Load Crahftovn quitt- 
ed his guardlhip at St. Lucia, to go a volun- 
teer with the Admiral, and was very ob- 
fervant of the enemies motions, and very 
ael've. They were both eye witnefs to the 
Aiimiral, and feconded his views. 
* The VUle dc Paris ftxuck her colour* about 



ten minutes after Sir Samuel Hood c^me 
atong-fidc of her. At the tune the ftruck 
her flai» there remained nnlv three men upon 
deck but who were cither, killed or wounded, 
and the Comte. De Giaife was one of the 
tlnee. Twenty-fix dirfts of money were 
found on hoard the Ville dc Paris for the tub- 
filVice of the French troops dedmed, A>r the 
dclceut avramlt Jamaica, jhey were rcmov t 
ed to the Namur.

Colonel Luttrell rofc and reminded the 
Houfe, that he had rifen in his place pre- 
vious to the recefs, in order to awaken 
the attention of the Houfe to the alarming 
flate of aflairs in Ireland, but that he had 
been interrupted by an honourable gentle- 
man, [Mr. Byng] whom he did not then 
fee in his place, and who allured him that 
if he gave the new Miniftry the informa- 
tion nVwas about to ftate to the Houfe, 
refpe&ng Ireland, they would not fail to 
profit by it, and take the neceffary ftcps 
tor quieting that kingdom, and conciliat- 
ing the minds of the people to this coun- 
try. The Colonel faid, he had rifen at 
that time, becaufe he conceived the mo- 
ment was not paft, when happinefs and 
quiet might be reftored ; it happening 
however to be the time of the interregnum, 
when there wa* in fact no Adminiftration 
in cxiftence, not one of the prefent Mi- 
niftry were in the Houfe, and the honour- 
able gentleman who had interrupted him, 
had dcfircd him to communicate what he 
had to fay upon the fubject, to thole that 
would be the Minifters. The requifition he 
thought reafonable at the time, and there- 
fore he complied with it, and he thought 
it fair to fay, that he had lince had the

A declaration of rights had been propofed 
by a Member of the firft character and 
abilities, but it had been refilled as being an 
inadequate counterbalance to the declarato- 
ry act of England, and on the prefumption 
too that it had become the fyftcm of Eng- 
land to dcfift from thccxcrci'fe of the pow- 
er. At this period, the prefent Lord Lieu- 
tenant was appointed, and previous to 
his departure, he had fpccincally recom- 
mended, that Ireland mould not be in- 
fcrtcd in the Englifli mutiny bill. The 
early parts of his government, in the inter- 
val of cafe which takes place in the clofe 
of a fcflion, had been employed in the oa- 
conomical arrangement of the Houfe, 
both as to its collection and dilburfie- 
mcnts, and in preparing meafurcs for the 
benefit of the commercial and manufac- 
turing intcrcfts, and other bufincflcs to be 
prepared for the enfuing feflions. The

The Icffion next commenced, and with 
fihgular good temper ; and though there 
were occafional difTcrcnccs, there appear- 
ed a general perfuafion tliat the cxilting 
government meant well tdwaids the king- 
dom. The temper and conduct of the 
eppofvtion went feldom beyond what 
a conftitutional admi initiation in every 
free country mould wifli. Many ac"ls of 
much importance to the kingdom, were 
now brought forwards and palled, and in 
the courfe of the feffion, a very rapid 
progrcls had been made in every national 
improvement. But in :rtt mid it of thefe 
proceedings it was discovered, that Ire- 
land had been inferted in four Englifh 
acts within a few weeks after being left 
out of the mutiny hill ; it was in vain to 
argue that thefe acts were either for the 
benefit of Ireland, or quite infignificant : 
the reply was, that bad precedents always 
commence cither in tempting or trivial 
forms. The tacit implication that Eng- 
land would no longer make laws for lie- 
land, was laid to be at an end, and notice

A motion of eenfure would, in 
that cafe, be absolutely necclTary to ex- 
plain w honourable gentleman's conduft. 
The Alderman reprobated Mr. Eden's 
rcfufing t« communicate the ftatc of af- 
fairs in Ireland, to the prcfent Miniftcrs, 
in ftrong language. 

Lcrd Nrzvhaven rofc again to clear him- 
felf from the charge of having an infidi- 
ous dcfign in feconding the right honour- 
able gentleman's motion. His lordfliip 
declared he gave the, new Miniftcrs credit 
for their declarations; he would give 
them his fupport with regard to their in- 
tentions towards Ireland, and would write 
a fair and faithful account of what had 
pafl'cd that day to his friends in Ireland.

to anfwer his Majcfty's rcquell effectually. 
Mr. Fox faid, the realbn why he meant 
to proceed no farther juft at that moment, 
was, becaufe it was the wifh of his Ma- 
jcfty's- fervants not to follow the example 
of their predeceffors in office, and by ap- 
plying a temporary remedy to a temporary 
evil, juft put off the inconvenience of the 
day, but they were refolvcd to take care 
to aft in fuch a manner as mould promifc 
a permanent peace to both countries, and 
give a (lability, as it were, to the rcftora- 
tion of harmony, good humour and 



friendmip, between Great Britain and 
Ireland. The moil likely means to quiet 
the di (content s and jealoufies that fubfifted 
at prefent between the two countries, 
w.ii, to do it in fuch a manner as Ihould 
fettle the conftitution of both, and draw 
the line between them clearly and cor- 
dially, in oidcr to afecrtain the nature of 
their connexions in future. It was, he 
Owferved, impoliiblc to do this with the 
little information then before thelloule 
upon the lubject; it was firft necellary for 
them to come at a precile know ledge of 
what v\ere the wilhes and what were the 
expectations of Ireland, and as there were 
thofe going there w hole duty it would be 
to invelligate thofe wilhes and expecta- 
tions, and who would dou briefs have none 
of thofe rcafbns for withholding the in- 
formation they might acquire upon the 
fubjc£t, which fome others had declared 
themfelves to l>c actuated by ; as loon as 
facls were in the poffcriioa of the Mini- 
fies, they w ould communicate them to that 
Houfc, and both together might then go 
hand in hand and in certainty upon the bu» 
fiuefs, and do it effectually and Jatisfa&ori- 
ly to both countries.

So that his lordftup 
laid, upon die whole inveftigation into 
the (rate of our alliances in India, it ap- 
peared that, wc were at war with feveral 
cowers and had no ally that was of the 
itaft fervrcc to us. 

The next head his lord (hip fpoke to, 
was the ftate of our finances in the diffe- 
rent presidencies. . He began with an ac- 
count of the revenue of Bombay, which 
he declared fell (hort of its neccllary civil 
and military iuveftments two hundred 
thoufand pounds annually, which was 
always drawn from Bengal. While 
f peaking to this, his lord (hip mentioned 
it as a Speculative point of his 'own, that 
he liad nis doubts whether any pofleflions 
on the weftern fide of India were worth 
our obtaining or keeping. He acknow- 
ledged Bombay was of great importance 
•0 us as a maritime power, for the recep- 
tion and accommodation of our fleets 
naval and commercial at certain fcafons of 
the vear, hut he fcemcd principally to 
•bjerVto oflenfive operations, by marching 
againft'the country powers with a view 
to obtain uew pofleflions, and addition of 
territory, which exploits were always 
enormoufly expcnfive, and created great 
yraloufy and hatred of us from the I\ inccs, 
whofe lands we either entered or approach- 
ed. His lordfliio after this noticed rhe 
revenues of the Madras prcfidcncy, de- 
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claring, that upon an average of twelve 
year*, from 1767 to the cud of 1779* 
there had been tight yean peace and four 
years war, (viz. 1767 and- 170^, and 
177 S and 1779 of war, and die other 
eight of peace) whence ir appeared, that 
in war time the revenue had not bcen, 
nearly adequate to the civil and military 
inveiuiicots, and in time of peace there 
was an excefs of revenue amounting to a* 
bout one half as much as the expence, but 
that oh the whole twelve years, there 
was but a difference of about 41,000!. 
His lordffiip next called the attention of 
the lloufe to the finances of Bengal* by 
much the moft fertile and productive of 
all the Britim polietilons m India. Her 
ftated that at one period Mr. Riflings 
wrote over word that the immenfe debt of 
one core ten lacks of pagodas was incur- 
red, but that he had the plcafure to fee it 
all paid otf, and that at a fubfequent pe-

pended. Thus having gone lh Ou^h the 
whole ftate of the finances of our various 
Afiatic territories, his lordlhip iVtd. he 
might podibly be alked ro what the Mah- 
rarta war had been owing? To that, he 
could oMyanfwer but by conje r VuTC: pibv 
bably the Bombay prefidency, by whom* 
it wqs commenced, knowing that tho 
Bengal and M'idias prefidcncics mull fur- 
poit them in it, or let them he lWa%,w\ d 
up, began it with a view to involve tl.em

He fpoke of 
IVIr. HaAings^ as an o!liccr, who in a. 
i*rcat many inftances, he believed, had 
proved himfelf a very meritorious fcrvant 
of the Company ; but his duty obliged 
him to think as he felt, and to fpeak as 
he thought; he therefore could not help 
faying, that he wilhcd every fcrvant of 
the Company to confidcr that it was, and 
ought to be, the firft aim of his life to 
prove himfelf a faithful ftcward to the 
Compar.y, and that he had no right what- 
ever to fancy he was an Alexander, or an 
Aurengtebe, and prefer frantic military 
exploits, to the improvement of the trade, 
and commerce of the country. He alio 
mentioned a variety of ditfcrent objects 
that were to be regarded by that Houfe, 
in the regulations they might make in 
confluence of what he mould offer to 
the Committee ; and particularly dwelt 
on the immenfe number of natives that 
depended entirely upon the Britifli go- 
vernment for fecuritv and protection. He 
Ac wed how fcandalou fly they had been 
pillaged by thole Britilb, who had been 
entrufted with power in India ; he repro- 
bated the Circuit Committees, who on 
renewing the leafes •/ the natives, had 
taken as prefems targe Aims from the 
Zemindars ; his lord {hip mewed an honeft 
indignation when he touched upon this,

He feemed to hint 
at the ncccflity of empowering certain

„ SIR, ' 

¥ HAVE the mortification to acquaint you 
1 of the furrendcr of this ifljnd yefterday 
rooming to the Marquis dc Bouille ; the fol- 
lowing circtynftances 1 have learned fram 
himfelf, and the officers under him. 

The armament, confiding of three frigates, 
one floop of war, and four fmall vcflcls, hav- 
ing about fourteen hundred troops on board, 
were twelve d*ys on their pafiagc«from Mar- 
tinique, having failed North about, to avoid 
being difcovcred by our iflaadi ; on Sunday

evening the. 25th, they made the windward 
of St. Bartholomew and St. M«rtin's, and. a* 
hour eight o'clock that night, puttied forward 
for thij ifland, ir.tendingjo make their def- 
ceot in a place ca.hd Jenkin s Bay, which, 
they found altogether impracticable ff>m the 
rocks and (hoals ; .About eleven at night, they 
drove a litt'e to the. left of this bay, under 
Rocky Strep Hill, where they pufhrd tbeir 
boats forward to land, in whKh attempt four 
of them wrrc dafhejd to pieces, and lome lives - 
; the men of thofc boats had no akerna* , 
t;ye but to attempt the hll, their retreat ba* 
ing cutoff; the .diJficuUjes they had to en- 
counter were great, counting flowly op*, 
holding by ftoncs one after, the other, while 
others applied Udders.

According to my ufual cuflom, I got up 
em Monday morninj at gun-fir ng, mounted 
jny horfc, and rode to the South of tlie ifl.ind; 
floprir.g to look around mr. I faw two la r ge 
*efTJs juft cle^r ng the North point of the 
Ifland o.pofi'c Sai>* ; apprehending thole to 
he enemies, I mOantly turned my hnrfr a- 
boui and gallojK-d back, ordenn-j the troops 
to iret under arms as I paffed. On • .• wiv 1 
heard a few popping Ih >ts, wrrch proved to 
be a body of the enemy under Compte Dillon, 
who had fired upon a <cw recruits at the drill; 
I made towards the place where I heard the 
firing, not a man with me, and there found 
another body of the enemy, up >n which I 
turned about to try to get fomr men together, 
but in v»in, the en:*my having taken pofl'cf- 
fion of the fort, and many of thv- quarters of 
the foldiers, wh ch were greatlv difperfed. 

A public enquiry into this atlair, w II, I 
hope, exculpate me from every lhadow of 
ncglcit or inattent on ; there was not a place 
in anv degree aecrflible throughout the whole 
Ifland, that I did not fortify m order to pie- 
vent a furprife ; the officers of the garrif»n 
tan teftify my vigilance and alertnef . 

The Marquis de Bouille himfclf has ge- 
neroufly dcclaied, that he knew every place 
was fortified, and that he had nothing for it 
but fecrccy, and to make his attempt in a 
difficult place ; had the two men polled on 
the Signal Hill, which overlooks the place' 
the enemy landed at, done their duty, by 
giving the proper alarm, this ms for tunc 
could never have happened, hot vill:ins as 
they were, they quitted their poll n the 
flight, snd weic taken prifoncrs tn the Val- 
ley, a c nfic'erable time after day Tight; 
Corporal Henderfon, and James Pickering, 
both of the Royal Artillery, were the two 
men pitched ui«on as trufty forrftat imt ortant 
port ; fifteen minutes warning w-'uld have 
enabled me to have given a proper account of 
the ercmy. 

You may think it ftrange Sir, that during 
the whole night, not even a negroe brought 
me intelligence, a ftrong proof of the trea- 
chery of the inhabitants ! few of whom I 
have found, honcfl, except the natural bom 
fubielh of the King. 

The enemy wire well piloted from Marti- 
nique, both by white perfons and negroes, 
who had been inhabitants here. 

Far from reflecting in the Iraft upon the 
Royal Navy, I mu(r beg leave to obi* rve, 
that fince the licet failed hence the firft of 
Augotl, I was not left fo much as a canoe, 
cither for defence or convenience, tho* the 
(uuatinii of this iftand above al! others de- 
manded a vHTel, and I r- >ld I fr.«u'.d have 
one; had one *>f thnfe Hoops of war now 
cruizing off St. Thomas's f *r American vrf- 
fels, been fl.»T«oned h»r<, rh« ifland w>«1d 
kavc been fare, *s I ouJy v. anted a very ihort 



notice ; but no doubt the officer commanding 
tb»t de partment is th< better judge, I only 
oflYr «n opinion founded on facts.

COMPLAINT. 

-WHEN I arrived here from St. Euftatius 
on the morning ol the 17th of December laft, 
1 waited on Major Geneial Chriflie, and de- 
liverrd him my report of the particulars re- 
lating to the capture of that Illand . He 

told me that it was unlucky that I hid not 
arrived foonrr, for that the Ranger* floop of 
war. had fa lcd two days before for England, 
in which Enfign Rogerfon of the 13th re- 
giment, who had arrived here a few days be- 
fore, had taken a 4>af£xge; upon being told] 
this, I immediately fu 'petted fome foul play, 
however, I took my leave for that time, 
promiling to return to dinner. 

From that time till dinner I was informed 
by many resectable perfons, that Mr. Chriflie 
had repeatedly cl felted that Enfign Rogerfbra 
(an officer ill fpoken of by his own corps) 
attd wr<*te out a lift of queriea, to which he 
est 01 ted anfwers from him, altogether falfe, 
and trndn.rj to deftroy my charac>er: I wis 
further told that Mr. Chriflie had even given 
money to the Enfign, to fupport him home. 
And :ho* Rogerfon had fo much honcfty left 
as to fiy that 1 might be etpected here hour- 
ly; yc fo far from. 'detaining him till my 
arrival, Mr. Chriflie hurried h m away the 
quicker, giving him in charge to an officer 
of his fanv'y to fee him in the boat, that I 
ffcoold have no opportunity of confronting 
him and doing myfelf juflice. 

At dinner I took an opportunity of tnen- 
tioninr F-nficn Ro^erf^n, remarking that it 
w.i> a linger her unufual for any otricer com- 
rr. m ling ; n chief to fend home a r^ort upoa 
mere heirfay of any events that had happen- 
ed .it a diflant quarter, before he received the 
rp-nt of f he AtncT who commanded there; 
M r. Chriflie then declared upon his honour

PHILIP WHITE, an American refugee, White had murdered an officer after he had 
having been taken fome miles up the coun- laid dftwn his arms ir. token of furrendenng.

WHEREAS on the 15th day of May, 
I77S, at a time when the Britilh Parliament, 
Miniiiry, and King, were artfully attr mat- 
ing, by infidi«>os mean 5 , to divde and cletfroy 
thclc United States, the General AtH-muly of 
Pennsylvania, with a dignity becoming the 
reprritntatives of a virtuous and free people, 
entered onanimoully mto the following rc- 
folves, viz. 

1. Refolved unanimoufly, That the Dele- 
gates or Deputies of the (Jil ted States of 
America, in Congrefc alfcmbled, are inverted 
with an exclufivc authority to treat with the 
King of Great Gritain, or comm fiboers by 
him duly appointed) refpetting a peace be- 
tween the two countries. 

a. Refolved unanimoufly, That any man, 
or body of men, who thai I prrfume to make 
any iepantte or partial convention or agree- 
ment with the King of Great Br tain, or 
with any coovmifuoncr or commiffioners un- 
der the crown of Great Britain, ought to be. 
confidercd and treated as open and avowed 
enemies of the United States of America. 

3. Refolved unanimoufly, That this houfc 
highly approves »»f the declaration of Con* 
grefs, " That thefe United States cannot, 
with propriety, hojd »ny conference or treaty 
with any commiflioners on the part of Great 
Britain, uolefl they fhall, as a preliminary 
thereto, either withdraw their Hcets and ar- 
mies, or clfc in pofitivc oreiprefs terms, ac- 
knowledge the independence of the faid 
States. 

4. Refolved unanimoufly, That the Con- 
grel's have no power, authority, or right; to 
do any aft, matter, or thing whatever, that 
may have a tendency to yield up, or abridge 
the" Sovereignty and independence of this State, 
without its tonfent prcvioufly obtained. 

5. Refolved unanimoufly, That this houfe 
will maintain, fupporr, and defend, the So- 
vereignty and independence of this State witb 
their lives and fortunes. 

6. Refolved unanimoufly, That it be re- 
commended to the fupreme executive council 
of this Site, forthwith to order the militia to 
hold thcmfclves in readinefsto *& as occafion 
may require. 

And whereas there is the fulleft evidence, 
that the fame fpirit of wickednefs and folly 

» 
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which at that time governed the councils of 
the Bntiih nation, has excited the prefent, 
rulers of that people, under moil fpecious 
names and pretences, to reprat the inlulting 
acrempt. And whercis the people of a free 
llaic ;.re entitled to the fulleft and ck*reft 
ml <>i m»tion of the principles on which their 
represent lives, in the executive as well as the 
lt-gifiative f m an to proceed in every great 
concern, th s council conceive it to be their 
duty «" ci.tlaie, that as they fully and una- 
nimoutlv apjM"ove of the fasJ ree led resolu- 
tions, So they determine to adhere ilndJy to 
them on all occafions. 

And it iv the unanimous opinion of this 
council, that any propofitions which may be 
made by the court of Great Britain, in any 
manner what Soever, tending to violate the 
treaty Sublilf mg between us and our illuftu- 
ous. ally, 'ought to be treated with every 
mark of indignity and r on tempt. And at the 
fame time, this cooncil coofidering the ad- 
vintages which nations derive from amity 
and commerce, founded on good faith, tileetn, 
and mutual intereil ; and well knowing the 
benefit Qieai Britain mght derive from A- 
meiica, were (he to adopt principles of ano- 
deiation, wifdom, andjuftice; tan not fo far 
lupprefs their defire for the general interest 
of mankind, and regard to the dignity of hu- 
man nature, as not to feel forae concern, 
whi c they fee that once powerful and reS- 
pe<ftab)e nation, continuing to act upon prin- 
ciples, which, if pcrfitted in much longer, 
mutt, by destroying all title to the eftetm, 
faith, and confidence of thrfe United States, 
render treaties of amity and commerce be- 
tween us and them, abSolutcly and altogether 
impracticable. 

Ordered, that the forgoing resolutions be 
publilhed.

FklSPATCHES from Don Louie 
J de Cordova, Commander in Chief 
the fleet, dated the 29th of March 
lafi, have givcu us the following intelli- 
gence. 

Lieutenant Don Prancifco Nafio of the 
Santa Catahna frigate of 30 guns, one of 
Ihofe cruizing to the weft ward of the Straits, 
arrived at Saint Roche the 25th of March, 
and hath given an account, that the Santa 
Catalina had been taken and burned on the 
16th by two of the enemies frigates; one of 
them named the Succefs of 38 guns, 24. and 
it pounders, and 300 men; the other the 
Veinon, armed ibip'of 22 guns, 8 poundeis, 
and 50 men, and alfo having on board no 
fotdiers. The Santa Catalma had appeared 
off Cadiz, from whence Ihc went to join two 
of the King's Ihips, the St. Julian and the 
Mino, which were cruizing on the coart with 
two other frigates. On the morning of the 
16th, the wind blowing frclh from the North 
Well, fhe perceived to wjndward two fails 
*hich Ihe intended to reconnoitre. She gain- 
the wind. Don M'guel Tacon, who com- 
manded her, prepared for battle, although 
feparated from his other fhips, and twelve 
leagues to the weft ward of Cadiz. He faw 
that thefc two (hips made fufpicioui manoeu- 
vres, and in confequence gave chace to the 
large!} of the two, being determined to at- 
tack her. On the approach of Don Miguel 
Tacon the enemy's Ihips at fir ft hoiftcd the 
Dutch flag, rhe Santa Catalina having before 
that difplayrd the Spanilh flag.

The ene- 
my have acquired no other advantage fr >a\ 
this capture, than laving the fhips company, 
who were ready to pcrith, and fome booty, 
which will render tcflimony of the ooble and 
vigorous defence we have made. The ene- 
my's frigate, on her part, fu fie red fo much, 
that Ihe bath been obliged to make the heft 
of her way for England to repair bcr da- 
mages.

Dispositions cf tbt People of America. 

The frrft fbmenters of the war are yet at 
the head of the Administration, and the par- 
tisans of independence are perhaps the null 
numerous, but the people im general figb after 
ftact* The Catholics, thole of the church 
of England 1 , the Lutherans, the (fakers, call 
for it, from the ftar tbty bave of Yi tfbylerian 
intolerance* The holbantiman of every per- 
fuafion defircs it, that he may reap is tran- 
quility the fruit of his labours. It is alfo 
fhe with of the merchant of every feet, but 
it is above all defired by thofe, who are fttu- 
atcd far from the coaft>, and in the vicinity 
of the favages. 

Thefe nations are attached to the Englifh. 
Whether it be that they torefce that the A- 
roericans, once freed from war, would feck 
to deflroy them, of that lirtcoing only to the 
intereft of the moment, they prefer the pre- 
sents of the Englifh, their rapacity difpofes 
them to attack the pofleffvons of their peace- 
able neighbours, where they meet w:th flocks 
and gouds, almoft without danger. Their 
eruclty fpares neither age nor frx, hence at 
the approach of a hand'ul of favagts, entire 
frontiers are abandoned by their inhabitants. 
It is natural for thcl'e fet tiers, to torn to the 
Englifh government, rather than to that of 
the Congrcfs ; not that they are attached to 
the one, more than to the other, but thn they 
feck any fort of protection agamft the incur- 
lions of their cruel neighbours. 

The four provinces of New England, pro- 
fefling the fame religion, inhabiting a coun- 
try interfperfed with woods, rivers, and noun- 
tains, not cultivating fufficicnt grain tor (heir 
fupport, attaching tbcmftlves to the breeding 
of cattle, and being able to remove them with 
cafe, are rrg-wdvd as the firmeft independents. 
But alfotbefe four provinces, bringing their 
indoflry only into commerce, and observing

AMERICAN FINANCES. 

The paper c-Oablifned by the Britirti go- 
vernment in America, had a real credit, and 
was even preferred 10 lilver and gold- in com- 
mon circulation. The pajier which has been 
fobtfituted both by the particular ttatcs, and 
by the Congrefs, 'joft its value, eveo in the 
6 rft months of their enthufiafm ; but fonie 
time fince it is fallen into tot utwcfl difrredit, 
fo that a ducat of gold, is actually worth tS 
ducats in paper. The want of ceconomy, the 
malvcrfitions exerctfed in all the departments, 
the monopolies which they have fought in 
Vain to reprefs, by laws which it was necef- 
fary cveTy year 'to revoke, that avidity of 
which the mod confrdcraMe prrfons let an 
example, have obliged the Congrefs to cir- 
culate a prodigious quantity of tbis money, 
and of convenience to render it of no value 
in the public opinion. The operations of fi- 
nance, announced laft year, cm/d mt ff.ubUjb 
confidence — for thefe who were the moft zea- 
lous for independence, feared with jultice, left 
the intclline wars, which would inevitably a- 
rife, ihou'.d hinder the promifed liquidation 
on the part of Congrek.

General Wathington (eot 
four brigades to the attack of the enemy, 
with an order to Sallivan, who was detached 
about a league to the right, to join this corps 
with 1200 men, to command the whole, and 
to fight Ge:vera| Howe. The four Americaa 
brigades joined at Birmingham, and law the 
Englifh army (hort of a mile dtftant from 
them. They had but juft time to form the 
line. But thefc troops were fo ill conftituted, 
that this operation was fearce effc&ed, when 
the EngliuS having broken the column, to 
form their line on the march, advanced in 
good order. The left of the 
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cotnpofed of the lioo men Jed by Sullivan 
was not funned, being arrrived but a few 
lainutes be lure the Euglifh hne broke them. 
This wing gate way* and was difperl'ed in an 
iuflant } the right refitted aijttle lunger, and 
was defeated. The center flood a ihort time 
after, but on the eve of being lurroundcd on 
the right and on the left, met with the fame 
fate. Lc M. de la Fayette, and a few French 
«-<fi.crs, contribute by then csampte, veiy 
much to the reft rtanec that the center made. 
The Ertglilh puriued brifkly, but were inter- 
rupted by the fences aod hedges, of about 
five tfvet bifb, which are found every 
where in America, in their fields and mea- 
dows. 

It it is«dimt»lt to form the Americans be- 
fore action, it is infinitely more fo after a 
aViear. They, however, collected a few of 
thetc broken corps in their way to Cheftcr. 
One onJy of the three brigades, which the 
Commander in Chief at the firtl hearing of 
the cannonade, had detached f«om its pofidon 
in the morning, arrived at this juncture; 
the two others did not come up. The fire of 
this brigade, and of the rallied troops, but 
above ail, the night put au end to the pur- 
fW. The 1000 men that General Howe had 
left in the morning, oppolite to the American 
army, pafTed the brook, and as this pofl had 
been deprived of three brigades, thofe which 
were left in it, made not the leafl rcfiftance, 
and abandoned to the enemy eleven pieces of 
cannon* The reft n tired by night in diforder 
to Cbefter, and two days after, the ruuaways 
•f the Americans rejoined iheirarmy. 

If General Howe bad the next d«y march- 
ed with his army, he would inevitably have 
come up with the Americans, .and perhaps 
have finUbed the war; but to our great afto- 
nilhmcot, he refted eight days on the field of 
battle. The Americans confequently took 
advantage of this delay, to collect aod pafs 
the Schuylkill, behind which their army had 
ret rod ; their intention was to get in the rear 
of the Englifh, or upon their left wing, but 
their mcafures were fo ill taken, that the Se- 
cond day they wewj obliged to halt for pro- 
visions ; and on the third day, while they 
were holdiug a council of war, the noife of 
the cannon and mufki try, announced to them 
the approach of the enemy. They got im- 
mediately under arms, but inOead of taking 
a very llcong pod t ion, which was near their 
camp, the American General, who had the 
greater! influence on the Commander in Chief, 
aJvifcd a retreat. They marched ten hours 
in a continual rain, and halted upon a mud- 
dy piece of ground, without provifions or 
forts. AU their ammunition was wet. This 
fcuation occafioncd two other retrogade 
mjrehes. 

In the interim, the Englifh advancing to 
the borders of the Schuylkill, prepared to pals 
it. This news determined Wafhingfon to pafs 
the river alfo, by a forced march of 28 hours, 
fie armed upoa the oppofite bank, but bit 



camp was in luch a manner commanded by 
that of General Howr, that he feared cur 
thould be obliged to light with a dilpirindl 
army ; or that General Howe, by croifing the 
river, would cut off his retreat and ptovirioas. 
In conl'equcnce of which Washington retired 
back two days march. The Englifh, after 
having furpiifid and beaten two brigades, 
who had b«en frnr to cut «tf the:r baggage, 
pafltd the Schuylkill without oppofition, and 
lent a detachment to lake poli'clnon of Phila- 
delphia, where tbey were received with the 
greateit demon ft rat ions of joy. The Con- 
gress had prcvtoully quitted that city with 
precipitation. 

W athmgioH, to flop the panic which be- 
came general, conceived the project of fur- 
prizing the enemy cm.a;n|>cd at Germain own, 
who did not fufpect an a' tack. Tf>c project, 
was approved by the whole council of war. 
The army marched on the night of the third 
of October in two columns. They were to 
make two attacks at day break ; and the mi- 
liiia forming two Separate columns were to 
make two falfe attacks, one on the right, the 
other on the left, the match of thelc columns 
were flow, for want of a few precautions 
which had been neglected. However, they 
arrival . very near tac enemy, that is to f.y, 
within lefs than a quarter of a mile, without 
being perceived. 

The head of the right column attached and 
pofhed the advanced pott, and went on as far 
as the camp ot the light intanty. This corps 
fought with obftinacy during an hour, having 
to contend vitb a body infinitely fupcrior im 
numU r. 

Sullivan arriving to reinforce the Ameri- 
can:, the Ln^lilh rttreattd, and wero purfued ; 
but about a hundred of them having taken 
pufflflion of a fpacicos ftonc-houfc in the 
middle <if Gt rman-town, Wafkington, with 
the relVrve of three frefh brgadrs, flopped 
there, indcad of i'uftain'mg the troops who 
had advanced before, and whofe ammunition 
was expended. The left column cf the Ame- 
ricans, although it had pn ceded the right in 
the march, did not begin the attack until an 
hour later, and in a very feeble manner. A 
thick fog, which arofc about an hour after 
th? commencement of the engagement, threw 
the Americans into cenfufion, who had not 
the lead idea of the points of attack. A part 
of the left column retired: the rell fell back 
upon the refcrve, and ran in crouch around 
the houfe, defended by the hundred F.uqltlh. 
General Howe, who had now formed hrs ar- 
my, pulhcJ in fiunt, and found no difficulty 
in* miking an iroprefTion on the brigades who 
began the attack, and who were in want of 
powder. Confufion took place m the Ame- 
rican troops around the Aonc-hoofe. They 
fired on each other, being uoable to diAin- 
guifh in the fog, and retiied in diforder. 

Thus terminated the atfair of German* 
tow*n, the projection of whkh did honour to 
General W-Ciington, but the eaccotionwa* 
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defective, becaute the points of attack were 
ttnknown, becaufe they had forefeen nothing, 
aod becaufe the bulk of the army ftoj>ped at 
avilehoufc, inftcad of fopponing the bri- 
gades tbat were ac nrft luiccfsful, and, in 
4ne, becaufe the American tioops, raw, and 
ill-mltroeVd, were headed by Generals wbo 
lnew not how to command them. 

After this affair General Howe encamped 
his army near Philadelphia, his right core red 
by the Delaware, and his left by the Schuyl- 
kill, his froot by redoubts and ablatio, di- 
seetiog his whole attention to make the De- 
laware practicable (or his traul ports. 

Fort MirHin, ntuated about a mile above 
the cheveaux-de-frize, was cannonaded for 15 
days. The fort on Red bank was unadvifcdly 
attacked by efcalade ; here Count Do nop was 
wounded, and died in a few days after. At 
length to teduce fort MilHin, they creeled 
batteries upon an ifland in the Delaware, and 
having a channel near Chetlrr, where the 
Americaos had neglected to place cheveaur 
de frite, rhey brought a, vcfil-1, cut down, 
and fitted for that purpofe, which mounted 
18 twenty-four- pounders, (hat ftlcnced the 
artillery of the fort, which was evacuated in 
the night, as was Red bank two days after. 
Every thing Bow became plenty iu Philadel- 
phia. 

The Congrefs had retired to York-town : 
many of its members had aborted tbemfclvcs. 
They only fupported themfclves in this crifis 
by the eclat of the arTair at Saratoga. Bur- 
Coyne on the 6th of June was at Tirondc- 
roga. The American garrtfon had Jled to a 
place within nine miles of Albany, which 
is ninety miles dirt ant from the garrifon thev 
had deferted. The papick was univerfal. U 
the General had advanced, he might have ar- 
rived at Albany by the 12th, and by all ap- 
pearance without the lofs of a man. He 
oould not want provifion n«»r auimunition ; 
he had found both in abundance at Ticon- 
derago. The pafT*ge from f..»kc George :o 
the North RiveT is Ihort, and the ro d, al- 
though difficult, is pi-seiii ab!r ; nor did the 
Americans oppofe him. Having arrived at 
Albany, a town without ucfence, he was 
matter of the Mohawk and HudlWs river, 
aud nothing could have hindered u:s junction 
with Clinton. He remained ten weeks in- 
active. This delay fined the Americans, and 
gave them ttrfle to fend luccoms io tort Stan- 
wi*. 

This fort was befiejed by Colonel St. 
Leger with 800 men and a i>w pieces of can- 
son. This was not enough totjke .m inclotVd 
Ibrt, defended by 6co men, smd turnilhed 
with provifions and ammuniiion. Colonel 
St. Leger, after having brat the numerous 
militia of the country, learnt that Arnold 
*« marching again ft him with 15:0 men, 
and was obliged to raife the fiegc. If Brr- 
goyne h*d advanced three days mar-h, th« v 
had not fent the reinforcement, and the fort 
feud hive Bet* taken. Borgoyr* had j:t cn 



his confidence to a men called Col. Skecne, 
little .underhand ing, recommended by tl 
niltry, and wbo had been beei 
Col. Chriftie. 

The latter had fcrvt d daring the peecedtna; 
war, and knew perfectly the country and its 
rrioarces. He was patronized by Carleton*, 
this, perhaps, was the reafon that he wis 
not employed. Skeene perfaaded Bur gey oe 
that it would be an eafy bufineCs to procure 
cattle, ice. on the Connecticut river. He 
fent there, under Colonel Baum, 600 men ; 
I bey v. ere led aftray by bad guides, low in 
the woods, fcrrounded and beaten by 200* 
milttia, and Baum was killed. 

This advantage, joined to the ratling thai 
fiegc of fort St aim >x, revived the courage of 
the Americans. In tine, after H% weeks* 
they railed an army. Gates, who commanded) 
it, advanced to St ill- water, chole a camp, 
covered on the right by the North rtver, and 
on the left by fwamys } on his front a very 
thick wood ; to thefe be added numerous 
works, which Gennal Bnrgoyne in vain at- 
tempted to force. Here were two or three in* 
decifive fkirmtfhes. The nameroos militia of 
the country Hole through the wood as far as 
Lake George, burnt a number of battctvx, 
which carried the ammunition and provisions* 
General Burgoyne, in a broken ragged coun- 
try, had his line of communication very long* 
and ill-guarded. The advanced feafon had 
rendered the roads impracticable. Burroyne- F 
unaMe to advance to bring on a general aerion, 
and being in want of provifions, was obliged 
to capitulate. Many perfons have fuppofed 
he could have retired to Ticonderoga, if he 
could have determined to have burnt his bag- 
gage ; but it feems, ne*ther he or his coun- 
cil could rcfolveto make this facrifice. 

A few days after this capitulation, General 
Clinton took the forts Montgomery and Con- 
ft tu: on, and burnt JKfopus, to occasion a 
divt rfion ; but as he had only a few troops, 
he returned to NVw-York, which he had left 
encovered. Gates drfigoed after the capture 
of Burgoyne to undertake fomething againft 
New-York, but General \Valhin«;ron, under 
th*> pretence of attacking New- York, drew 
of? two thirds of his army. The Congrefs 
who had taken refuge beyond the Schuvlkil,. 
ft»l| feared being taken,' and required' ih*r

ter. The different eftatel of the Comment} 
in November 1777, proroifed conSd-rablc 
f«pplie« of men, but thclc fuceours nt»cr ar- 
rived. 

They fdrrtifhed fome at laft, but not tHI 
after they had heard of their new treaty wirh 
FtMice, and then much inferior to what they 
had prom i fed. 

Before this period they made tlo feribus 
pre pi rat ion, or at leaf* not an efficacious one 
for the following campaign. It is not fur- 
priziog if there are many perfotis in America 
wb* H iff think that if the Engliih Comrnif- 
6oncrs had arrived three days before the 
Ring's frigate the Infertfible, that the Ame- 
ricans would hive treated with them. Some 
of the Members of the Congrefs were fufpt fl- 
ed to haee fuch* an inclination, and thofe of 
them who were net thui difpofed, would 
have been forced to it by the people. 

Tbc treaty wirh France was r e fce fr ed with 
trumpets and tr3nQ>orts of joy, and ratified by 
Congrefs. The news fprcad throogh the 
whole continent, and this h aliened the fup- 
plw-s of men fd long expeftedj and which 
Washington fo much wanted. Towards the 
end of April Clinton focceeded Howe in the 
Command *»f rite troops. All the loyalin's 
Complained of the unpardonable inactivity of 
Howe, who had undertaken nothing for the 
p*ft rive months, but was plunged in play 
and debauchery ; and yet the American ar- 
ray was within dne day's march of him, which 
it' was only ncccflfary to attack, entirely to 
difperfe/ 1 

Clinton determining to do what Howe had 
riegfev'ledi prepared* to march agaihft the Ame- 
ricans, when he received advice of the ex- 
pected arrival of the French fleer, with an 
order to evacuate Philadelphia, and retire to 
New- York. He appeared dirt rafted by this 
order. He made ftrong rcprefentations to 
the M^glilh Cotnmiffioners ) he prefTed them 
to take upon themfclves his march againft the 
•enemy, which would much facilitate their 
negotiations. The Commimoners anfwered 
they had no power to intermeddle in military 
matters. Clinton obliged to purfue his or- 
ders, fent his tranfj-orts to New-York, arid 
crofted the Delaware into the Jerfies. The 
Americans alfo croflcd the Delaware and fol- 
lowed the Englifh.

Thele ports fumilb lecure quarters durirg 
the winter months, a wholefome cltmat , 
frelh provifions, and fopplies of men, and 
they can at lealt in fifteen days tranlpor* 
themlelvrt to the French illaods. Admitting 
even that the Mothrr Countrv ihould ac- 
knowledge the independence of Amer«a f 
there would no coufidrrablc advantage aril'e 
to the commerce of Francr, if the Engliih 
are (uttered to keep the illands which they 
now poflefs, as they may be laid to lur round 
the Continent. But as there is no appear- 
ance that the Americans will put thcmtclves 
in a fituarion to act otTcnlivcly by them* 
felvcs, it is to be /eared, that thefe iflands 
will remain to the Engliih, who by thrm 
will prcleive a fupeiionty in trade, and be at 
hand, to profit by the hatred and animolitica 
of the different Slates.

and pretentions which divide them, to refifc 
the common enemy; above all, if they are 
aware, and guard again ft the means employed 
to debauch their principal leaders, thry may,

Mr. finer gave his total cliflent to c- 
very part of it.

The Congrefs conformable to fhe public 
wifh, have appointed minifters, requeued 
grants, and opened loans. In Holland they 
have got nothing, and in Spain but very little. 
Loans were expected from individuals in 
Holland, but nothing of that fort bat been 
or probably will be obtained. Loans were 
not expected in Spain unlefs from the King, 
and from him they have been folicited with 
hut very little fuccefs. . 

The diflrefled fituation of public affairs 
forced the Congrefs to draw bills of exchange 
•o their min tilers. Some were drawn on 
France, fome on Spain, and fome on Hol- 
land. The firft were honoured and paid ; the 
fecoad were accepted, but recourfc was final- 
ly had to the court of France for the pay- 
ment of tbefe atfo, tbey were drawn at long 
fight, the fales were llow, tbey were remitt- 
ed from time to time, and every opportunity 
afforded the Mioifler of the United States to 
obtain the money for dfcharging them, but 
i* vain. Of cemfeqoence thefe bills have 
been regularly referred to the Court of France 
for payment, and this hns dune us injury by 
anmipating the aid wbich France has been 
difpofed to afford us, and at the fame time 
has juf!y alarmed and greatly emb at raffed the 
French M niftty.

Thefe things appear necefiiry that 
fhould know, and your legislature will on - 
doubtcdlv draw the proper inferences. THt-w 
will fee how much ha> been fuffcrcd by de- 
laying to call for the refourcs of our own 
country, and relying on tbe empty bubbles 
hope, in (lead of tbe I'olid foundations of reve- 
nue.

Thus the gift and the loan, 
together, amount to fiateen millions of li- 
vres, (6) which would, if in this country, 
be equal only to two million, nine hundred 
and Axty two thnufand, nine hundred and fix- 
ty-two dollars, (7) although at the rate of 
eflimating dollars in Fiance, it is there equal 
to three millions forty fe/en thoutandS^ix 
hundred and nineteen dollars. But at the 
higher* rate of exchange which has hitherto 
taken place, this fum, if drawn for, would 
have amounted to no more than two million 
five hundred and fixty thoufand dollars. I 
have been thus particular with refptvft to this 
fum, becaufe the difference «f currencies venr 
often tends to dtctiv* tbofe to whom their red 
value is not a familiar fubject of attention.

The fame dav at half pair ten in the morn-

" The pacific difpofhion of the Parliament 
and people pf England towards the Thirteen 
Provinces, has already been communicated to 
you, and the refolutioos of the Houfc ofCo*r>- 
mons of the 17th of February lair, have been 
placed in your Excellency's hands, and inti- 
mations Riven at the fame time that further 
pacific meafures were likely to follow. Since 
which, until the prefent rime, we hate had 
no direct communications from England, but 
a mail is now arrived, which brings os very 
important information. 

" We are acquainted, Sir, by authority, 
that ncgociations for a general peace have al- 
ready commenced at Paris; and that Mr.

Our General had been bufy for the laft two 
hours, throwing up an intrenchment with 
fafcines, earth-bags, and chrvaux de frize. 
We continued the work, and, to cover our 
front and flanks, placed a few eight and twelve 
pounders, that had been of grc.it Service to us 
all the morning,- in our different opera t ion*. 
We remained thus the beft part of the day, 
pretty fecurc from all attacks of the Moorish 
cavalry, but by no means Sheltered from the 
balls of their carabines, which, carrying at 
leaft one third further than our firelocks, kil- 
led upwards of 400 of our men in this kind of 
camp. Here I faw our General 00 horfc back 
going about to encourage the foldiers j who,

In a quar- 
ter of an hoar fhe tacked alfu, and ttuod to- 
wards us. At five o'clock, being within a 
cable's length of each other, He with her 
liar board and we with our larboard tacks on 
board, fhe opened her fire and gave us bcr 
broidffde, and immediately wore: we referr- 
ed our fire till an opportunity offered to rake 
her white wearing, which was effected with 
a well directed fire from our (larboard guns ;

were ran of thirteen fail of the lior, befides 
frigates ; but unav-^dable delays happened, 
in having only one boat fit f^r hoiffing out 
(v.Jitth tranfportrd on board 63 prifoners, in- 
cluding officer*) together with the wrecked 
and fluttered condir : on of the Amaznne, fhe 
having loir her main and m 7?n mail foon 
aiter'fhe firuck, and from the wounds receiv- 
ed in action, we kept her in tow during the 
night, with all the fail «r could fet, and 
flood ro the N. E. in hopes of encreafing oi?r 
diltance from the other fhips; but bv break of 
day we plainlv difcernrd the whole fleet fol- 
lowing us under a croud of fail. I immedi- 
ately recalled my otficers and men on board, 
cut the bawfer, and fct adrift my boat, not 



able to hoifl her in, and abandoned t'r>e 
pr ze, after having ordered the Imall remains 
of her fore rigging to be cut away. Had time 
and circum trances permitted me to have 
fb'ft'd all the pnfoner?, I mould have order- 
ed her to bavc been burnr, to prevent her be- 
ing retaken by the enemy. 

I cannot fotficieutly extol the conduct of 
my officers and lh'p's company for their gal- 
lantry and fpjrited conduct during the aet.on, 
•and for their vigorous exertions aftrrward« 
in repairing, in the beft manner pofifible, the 
damages fuftained, fo as to enable irs to efcap ? 
the enemy. At the fame time I cannot pafi 
unnoticed the gallant and officer- like cwnduct 
of the Vicomtc de Momguiote, in I radio* 
his Ihip to action. After he was killed, thf 
Chevalier de Lcpine, fecond Captain, (on 
whom the command devolved), did every 
thing that an expenenccd officer in his fit na- 
tion could poftibly do ; for being himfelf, axd 
all his officers, excepting one, and about one 
half of bis men, cither killed or wounded, 
and the marts fo crippled as to expect them r« 
go over the fide every moment, Icreral go^s 
difmounted, and four feet water in the hold, 
will, I dare fay, ijdify to his King and 
Country the nccrltity of their for render. 

The damages fultained by his Majefly'* 
fhip, and the number of mm killed and 
wouoded in the acH.n, are but trivial, com- 
paritively to tbofe futiaiued by the enemr. 
Oor mainmalt was thot through in fcveral 
places ; the foremoft, fore, main and ovu.cn 
topmaft, and feveral of the yards, wounded : 
many grape (Lot lodgrd in our copper, be- 
tween wind and water; our fat)*, itaodmf, 
and running rigging, (except mixen fhrood;) 
were entirely cut to pieces. Five were kil- 
led and 17 wounded, on board his Majt-fly'* 
fhip during the action : amongft the former, 
Mr. Dalrymple, midlhipman, a worthy, de- 
ferving youth, who, had he lived, would ha»e 
been an ornament to h*s profelfion ; and a- 
mongft the latter, Mr. Otto, the boatfwain, 
who is fhot through the arm.

Th e Contractor's Bill, 

WAS read a fecond time, and a mo- 
tion made to commit it, on which 
The Lord Chancellor left the woolfack, 
and faid he had cxpeclcd before ths bill 
had got to that ftagc that lorae noble 
lords would have rifen, and been lb good 
as to explain to the Houfe, the grounds 
and principles of it, and have iliewnwhat 
degree of ncccflity there was for bringing 
ro a bill on thofc principles, late in the 
fclfion. Heretofore, latcncf* of the fcf- 
Boa had been thought a fufficicnt objec- 
tion to the agitation of any bill, of lb 
material a conlctjucncc as to trench upon 
the conftirution of this ancient realm. 
No noble lord, however had taken the 
trouble to explain the grounds and princi- 
ple! of the prcfent bill, and to fatisfy the 
miads of their lordlhips that thofe princi- 
ple* were fufficicnt Iv wife and expedient 
to wai rant the palling of any bill, much 
left to endeavour to prove that a bill fo 
exceptionable in id'clf, and fo much more 
exceptionable in ira form, from the very 
lingular, imperfect, carclcfs, and inex- 
plicable flatc and phrafe in which it was 
worded, ought to pafs at all, let its princi- 
ples be ever fo wife, or ever fo expedient. 
His lordfhip faid he conceived the defence 
of the bill would be reftcd by thofc who 
beft approved of it, on its furthering pub- 
lic ceconorny, and checking that influence 
■which it had been of late the faftiion to 
cry out againft. OEconomy in the public 
expenditure, ought at all times to be 
»oft fcrupuloufly attended to, end he had 
always tnoli anxioufly recommended it ; 
for without it neither this nor any other 
countrv, prcfled and goaded on all fides 



when properly examined, would be found 
to be no fuch, thing, but to be merely 
bills, the aim and effect of which were 
to deceive and betray the people T He had 
pcrufed the bill with all the attention he 
was capable of ; he had read it \\ ith mqlt. 
careful itudioufnefs ; and he could find 
no words jn the Erjglifh language that fo 
correctly defcribed the irr.preflion it had 
left on his mind, than the terming it an 
attempt to deceive and betray the people. 

With regard to checking the fuppofed 
influence, he could not with all the art- 
he was poflfciTed of, difebver, ho<v, even 
if the influence prevailed, the bill was 
likely to flop its prevalence. If the friend* 
of the bill mould ul ledge that Minifies ' 
corrupted Members of Parliament by 
contracts, he had but one qucftion to afk, 
did the cafe cxift, or had it ever exiftcd * 
If it had, the feverity of the bill, feverc 
and harm as it was, fell infinitely fhort 
of the degree of puniflxincnt due to the 
enormity of the crime. Jf fuch an enor- 
mous degree of guilt could be brought 
home to a iVImilkr, there did not remain 
a lhadow of doubt in his mind, that no 
polliblc le^al vengeance could amount to 
apunilhmcnt fufiCciently exemplary. But 
if no fuch inftancc had ever occurrc 
the worll of times, why pay fo bad a 
compliment to fucccding Miniftcrs, p.s to 
prefume they would be fo much, more 
abandoned, as to be guilt v of what no 
Minificrs had as yet been guilty of? What 
rcafon then had the favourers of rhc prc- 
fent bill to fuppofe that future Minifters 
would be more corrupt than former Mini- 
fters ? 

A noblr lord, near the Chancellor faid, 
u No Minifters could be more corrtt; t than 
the laf t ." 

The chancellor obferved, that this 
made powerfully for his ar^umcpr, be-

Motion to Enquire into the Re- 
presentation in Parliament.

Hon. William Pitt began with an apo« 
logy for undertaking fo important a talk* 
He thanked God, that we were now blef» 
led with a Miniftry, whofe wiflies went 
along with thofe of the people for a mo- 
derate reform of the errors which had in- 
truded themfclvcs 4nto the conititution. 
It was a fad lb palpable, that the Com- 
mons Houfe of Parliament had received 
a dangerous, bias, that it would be idle in 
him to attempt to prove it. It was his 
purpofe to move for a Committee to en- 
quire into the bed means 01 effecting a 
lubftannal reform of the repreicutat,ioa 
of the people. He mould not prefs any 
proportion of his own, but he thought it 
his duty to'ftatc lome facls, which made a 
reform tlVentially ncccflary. Yet he be- 
lieved even this to be unnccchVy, as eve-? 
ry gentleman in the Houfe would allow 
that the prefent reprefentation was incom- 
pletc. Some boroughs were abfolutcly 
governed by the Treafury ; others were 
totally poflclTtd by them ; fome boroughs 
had in no actual exigence, bu\ in the 
return of Members ; another let of bo- 
roughs had uo other property at I'.ii.e iu. 
the county, than the price they procured 
for their votes ,;ho belt purchaser had them, 
they belonged more to the Nabob of Ar- 
cot than to the people of Grc«t Britain. 
It was a fact, niaty well known that the 
Nabob of A 1 cot, had /even or eight mem- 
bers in that Houfe. A foreign enemy by 
means of rhefe boroughs might place a 
party of men to aSfc for them under the 
maik and character of Member? of that 
Houfe : fuch a cabal was more to be 
dreaded than any other. The matter of N 
complaint was clear to him. His opinion, 
was ftrcngthened by the advice of lbrac 
of the bed and ereatcft characters in die 
kingdom ; he acknowledged the aiftfcmce 
with gratitude : it had fortified his mind. 
It had been alfo the opinion of lem c ref- 
pectablc characters now no more, and 
particularly of one, whofe authority the 
Houfe would refpecl, ( he meant his fa* 
tiier, the late Earl of Chatham J, though 
it might not be delicate in him to men* 
tion the name. He concluded with 
moving 

" That a Committee be appointed to 
" enquire into the Gate of the reprefen*. 
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<• tation in T irliamca't, and to report to 

* the Houfc." 

Aid. Sarwhridge feconded the motion. 

Mr. Pxiys role to give his hearty ne- 
gative to the qucfiibn. The constitution 
hud ltood the tcft oi ages, it wa* the 
envy ot* die whole umverfc. No good 
purpofe could accrue from the prefent 
morion. It weuM not afTift government 
with a linglc ihip, a man, or a guinea to- 
wards can ving on the war with vigour, 
or towards attaining that much wtfhedfor 
Object an honourable peace. 

• Mr. Tnom.is Pit, " I will deliver my 
fentiments honcttly, boldly and faithful- 
ly ; I will warn vou of a danger that is 
opening upon you of the moft alarming 
nature, and which, in my opinion, leads 
dirtftly to fuch mifchicf and confufion as 
it will not be in the power of any human 
effort to rented v. I difapprovc of the 
proportion, as leading to a principle of 
equal rcprcfentation, a piiuciple I can 
never admit, a* it is totally inapplicable 
to die BritiuS constitution. I difapprovc 
of the mode, becaufc I co»;fider a Com- 

• mittce of the fort propofed, confining it- 
fclf to no Specific proportion, nay, to no 
line or principle whatsoever, as tending to 
no purpofe but to liold out vifionary hope* 
to viftonary rrten, and which ending in 
disappointment, can produce no confe- 
rence, but to inflame their paifions, and 
todifleminare difcontents over the king- 
dom. As to the moment, it is ill chofen, 
there arc at this time wild and extravagant 
Weas in the public in regard to rcprcten- 
hon, which I hope time and reflexion will 
cxpofc in their true light; but till that 
fpirit lhall have fubjided, it is little likely 
that anv fobcr practicable judicious fcheme 
in this particular will be attended with the 
fatisfav f lorv confcqucnccs we might wifh. 
Eoual representation, Sir, as an cfTcntial 
principle of free government, never has 
applied to the constitution of this govern- 
ment. Shew me the country upon the 
glol?e where fuch a principle cverdidap- 
plv : Plaufiblc and popular as fuch an 
idea' tea v be, it is of all extravagant ideas, 
the moft extravagant, the molt imprac- 
ticable, the moft vifionary and abfnrd. 
It it l>e cfleotial to a free government, 
there never ha* DCeTl a r * rec government 
flnco men were united in fociety, and 
there never can be one as long as the 
world endures. Should we receive the 
propohrion. we (houfd launch into a fca 
that has no Ihore ; it is a general enquiry 
\Vithrnit any thing defined or rpeciric as its

it alarms the feelings of every out who 
has an intereft in fo extenfn e a contwlcra- 
tion, wluift it holds out to the public an 
expectation, which vou neither mean to 
Jatisfy, nor ought to lamfy, nor couLISa- 
tisfv, if it were ever lb expedient. l*ct 
us confider what we arc going to decide 
upon.

But in the prefent moment, to counte- 
nance fo general, fo undefined a mcafurc, 
ai that upon your table, would he, in mv 
poor jiu lament, fuch an aft of mail nets 
and infatuation, as could tend to nothing 
but tumult and diforder, and every con- 
fufion, that expectation, followed by dil- 
appointnient, could produce from the 
palfions of the multitude." 

Mr. McDonald fpoke againft the mo- 
tion, he contended the whole kingdom 
and every pair of it was already rcprt- 
fented ; in regard ro the inequality, Hol- 
land and other fite countries afforded h- 
milar infrance>, without complaint of un- 
fair representation. The prefent ftatc of 
representation had grown up with the 
constitution, the touching any part of 
which might injure the whole. 

Sir George Swvi/c declared himfclf firm- 
ly for the motion, he faid, that Houfc 
might as well call itfclf the representative 
of France as of the pcroplc of England, 
for the meafure? of the lare Miniftt y bad 
been lan£tioncd by that Houfe, althoagh 
they had been reprobated by the country. 
He' had a large tree grooving fomc time 
fince on his etisrc, which bore many green 
leaves on its trunk, and fecmed to be in 
a flouiihhing State, but cm dole inflec- 
tion he found it rotten at the heart.

Sir Charles Tutner con fide red the Houfc 
of Commons as a parcel of thieves w ho 
had ftolc an cftatc, and were afraid of 
letting anv perfon look into the title 
deeds, through fear of lofing it again. 
The whole county of York was for an 
equal reprefentation, and if the Houfc 
did not adopt it, the people thcmfslvcs 
would infill upon it. 

Mr. Corertenay in a fatirical fpeeeb kept 
the Houfe in a continual roar of laugh- 
ter. The following is one of his finale: . 
Suppofing he had an old manfion, w hich 
had gone to decay through nci;lctt of the 
Reward, the upper part occupied by nefts 
of daws, and the low er part undermined 
by rats ; what would be ncccflary in that 
cafe ? Why certainly to pull down the 
old and build a new manfion. No doubt 
fome people would lav, what ! deftroy 
the old fabric, the admiration of your an- 
celtois 1 No, do not touch it. 'But his 
anfwer would be, yes, I mall make my 
cftatc as valuable as I can. 

Mr. Fox defended the motion, but 
confeflkd that by the prefent Houfe of 
Commons the people were virtually rc- 
prefented.

C*ICKLADE DISFRANCHISING ELEC-

Earl of Man* fields on the order of the 
day for committing the bill being rend, 
argued ftrongly agamfr both the principle 
and tY claulcs. It affected property, and 
went to alienate the immunities and rights 
of the fubject; it was alfo a bill of pains 
and penalties. The Houfe were not com- 
petent to punifh, as no evidence had been 
produced that amounted to a conviction 
6f guilt. Supposition was an illegal plea, 
even if the conftitution authored their 
lord (hips to pronounce judgment. Even 
if the evidence of bribery had been clen - , 
the voters could not be indifcrimmatcly 
disfranchifed ; and except where the proof 
is brought home to the individual, that 
individual cannot be disfranchifed. The 
prefent biH made no diftinction between 
the realty innocent and the fuppofed guil- 
ty ; it enacted that the privilege of voting 
mould be extended to other adjacent 
towns. - It was a property, though not 
of a pecuniary nature. It was a proper- 
ty like that of a feat in parliament, and 
l*ot to be liehtly taken r.vay. He warn- 
*d, the Houfe of the imminent danger of 
innovating our anrient rights and privi- 
leges bv new doctrine. The conftitu: ion 
of the elective body would be outragcouf- 
!y violated by the prcTerit hi:!. He con- 
cluded with a (Iron,; and firm negative a- 
gninft committing the hi!!. 

Duke of Richmond fuppoifcd the bill 
warmly, nnd quoted an expreffion of the 
late Lord Chatham, on the Shoreham bill, 
That the pajfmg the bill ivould bring 
back the borough of Shoreham fro;;: tU 
bank* of the (large* irto SrJTex." H>s 
grace urged the evidence of a witnefs 
, who recollected the names of more than 
100 electors, who faid they had been 
bribed. 

Lard Porchejfer declared on his honour,

LtrdChanu /for declared the bill to be 
fraught with muchief; it demanded eve- 
ry opposition. He l'eemed to have a 
ftion^ jcaloiify of the fchemes of the 
new ' Cabinet. The prelent was a pre- 
amble to what was to follow. He point- 
ed out the injurious proceeding of ming- 
ling the innocent with the guilty. He 
acceded to the doctrine laid down bv 
Lord Mansfield, and loudly called on 
die new Miniftry to know what their 
fcheme was. 

Lird AJkburton. replied, and faid the 
bill was not without precedent. The bill 
respecting the 4ofh. freeholders was in e- 
very hud'» memory. He rcdiculcd fotne 
cxprclHons of the two learned lords who 
i'pokc before him, and concluded with 
giving hi* opinion in favour of the bill. 

Lord Loughborough replied, and faid 
the bnl relating to the 40m. freeholders 
was not a cafe in point, as that bill was a 
benefit, and not a biH of pains and penal- 
tics. It relieved the poor at that time, 
for it laved them the cxpence of paying 
their Members, which was then the cul- 
tom. This was in the reign of Henry V J. 
Hi* lordihip hearhlv fubfcribcd to the 
doctrine* of Lord Mam6eld and the 
Chancellor. 

Lvd Gravlley repeated the arguments 
of the lord* and of the counfel in favour 
of the bill.

In regard to Sir Charles Douglas, he 
differed from his hon. friend Capt. Luttrcll.

Though Sir Charles was not a Rear Ad- 
miral, yet he had all the emoluments of 
a Rear Admiral, a regulation fettled by a 
late proclamation.

When not on fervice, he conftamly, dur- 
ing the peace, fpent part of the year in France, 
not in amufemcnts and pleafures, but in fearch 
of profeflional knowledge, in which, it may 
with truth be faid, that if he did not excel 
every naval commander in Europe, he was at 
Icaft equal to any. 

When Sir Charles Hardy was appointed to 
command the Weftern Squadron, or theGrand 
Fleer, as it is commonly called, Lord Sand- 
wich made an offer of the pbf> of firft captain 
to the admiral, to that execellent officer, the 
frefetu Commodore Elliot ; but Capt. Elliot 



tnoft nobly replied, that he thought Captain 
Kempenfelt the fitted officer tor that impor- 
tant poft, as he conceived htm to be the molt 
experienced officer in the fervice, with refpeit 
to righting in line of battle, and the manoeu- 
vres of a fleet > and he was not fure, but the 
captain had realon to be diigultrd at having 
been fo long overlooked. This had the drfir- 
ed rfTee>, the offer of firft captain to Sir Cba. 
Hardy was made him, and accepted, and af- 
ter Sir Charles's death, he fcrved in the fame 
Hation under Admirals Geny and Darbv. 
He was alfo one of the captains who fat on Sir 
Hugh Pallifers Coort Martial. Laft year an 
extraordinary promotion was made by the late 
ininirtry, on purpoie to bring him forward. 
He was now our youngell admiral, with abi- 
lities for the firft place on that lilt. His fj It 
cruize was in December i-$r, he had under 
him twelve ft) ips of the line, and on tbe 12th 
fell in with the French fleet under M. dc 
Guichen, of twenty-one fail of the line, two 
of them with troops on board ; notwithfland- 
ing the great inferiority of his force, he fol- 
lowed the French, and while M. de Guichen 
was drawing into a line of battle, Admiral 
Kempenfelt pufhed between hJm and his con- 
voy, and took great part of them, with up- 
waids of tooo land forces on bojrd. As it 
would have been verv unadviteablt for him to 
enter into battle with fo fuperior an enemy, 
he rtturoed wrth his prizes, leavingM.dc 
Guichen to wonder how he loft th^-m. This 
prefent year he was out in the Bay under 
Admiral Barrington, when tber intercepted 
the French convoy for the Eaft Indies, with 
the Pegafe of 74 and the Aclionnaire of 64 
guns. Whrn the dreadful accident hap- 
pened which dfprived the nation of this va- 
luable commander, he wis on the point of 
accompanying Lord Howe to the relief of 
Gibraltar. He was writing in his cabin 
when the fhip overfct. Many of the dead 
bodies have come up, but the Admiral's has 
not yrt appeared. Too much honou r cannot 
be paid to his memory; independent of bis 
naval abilit y, his private life was of that 
fort, which never fails to infore the friend- 
fhip of mankind ; but above all, he permit- 
ted his profeflional cohducl to be fquared only 
by valour and duty, at a time when this 
country had to lament that other office s of 
equal rank facrifieed every noble c on fi dera- 
tion to private pique, pol.tical manoeuvres, 
or Parliamentary intrigue. H;s abilities 
were known to all the naval powers, and he was 
juflly efteemcd as brave and able a fea officer, 
as this or any other nation ever produced. 
His character in private life rendered him an 
a-quifition to every man whe/had the happi- 
nefs of his acquaintance; and as an officer, 
it will be remembered as long the Briti/h 
navy exifls.

THE Rr. H«n. Edmund Boyle, Earl of 
Co>kc and On cry, in Ireland, and Ba- 
ron Boyle of Mar lion in England, was born 
in November 1741, and married to Mifs 
Anne Courttn«y, daughter o« Kill and Cour- 



lenay, Ftq. and niece to the prelent Earl of 
Sandwieli, in Auguft 1764. The ceremony 
v as performed' at Lord Sandwich's houfe at 
tVhitch liby the Rev. Dr. Thomas Eyre. 
Her iadyihip at nbe time or her marriage was 
the fame age with her hulband, fonxwhat 
raoie than one and twenty. The Earl of 
Sandwich and Mrs. Poynu, Lady Corkc's 
filler, were pre'Vnt at the ceremony, imme- 
diately after which the parties went down to 
Lord <porke'» feat at Marllon in the county 
ofSomerlct. They cohabited together nine 
years, until 1775, and had fcveral children, 
moft of whom at tiill liv:ng. The charge 
brought by the Earl asajnfr his lady war, 
That iu 1773, *ke» without any provocation 
whatever, Withdrew from his houfe, and bad 
continued to live fc r arate from him, though 
he had often, by hirnfclf and friends, requeu- 
ed that (he would return to bim and her fa- 
mily : That he had always treated her with 
love and afieflion, and was not a pcrfon who 
would be guilty of abreachof his marriagevow* 
That the Countefs forgetting her duty, and in 
violat ion of her conjugal row, in fumnvr 1779, 
contracted an acquaintance with John Chat- 
les Newbv, a young man at that time en- 
gaged to play the violoncello at the theatre in 
the H.iymarket, and commenced an adulte- 
rous intercourfe with him, and for fuch pur- 
pofe often invited him homr 10 her hou(c in 
Queen-ftreet Berkeley fqmre, where they ve- 
ry frequently committed the crime of adulte- 
ry together : That the Countefs, though (he 
had ouly feen John Charles New by at the 
theatre, fent a letter to him by Mr. Rice, 
bozkeepcr at the Haytnarkei, dehring him to 
bring the mufic of a tambourine dance, and 
giving him the following hint, that Ladv 
Corke would he at home to-morrow morning 
at eleven o'clock, when he might bring the 
muiic ; the letter was delivered to bim, and he 
waited as de fired on her lady (hip, but did not 
carry any mufic with him : That afterwards 
(he lent repeated written intimations to him, 
by chairmen and fervants, to come to her, but

Mr. Secretary Fox Anted, that granting 
rewards wis the peculiar prerogative ot 
the Crown, then-lore Ihould not criminate 
in that Houfe.

Rodney's fervices had been great, his ho- 
nours and emoluments had furpafled thofe 
of any other naval commander. The 
value of zocol. a year on the Iiifh efta- 
blifljment, which the Admiral poflelJcd, 
was reducible to calculation.

jugation of America. Such a difpofuiou 
would roufe the jcalouly of the Ameri- 
cans, and retard every ftcp towards peace. 
He knew the noble lord (Earl of Shel- 
imrnc) from whom the bill originated, to 
be inimical to the inter efts of America^. 
It was but a poor fpecies of ambition ru 
lcgiOatc for a country totally independent 
ot this ; a doctrine, long known to wife 
men here; and acknowledged by fome of 
the greatcft powers in Europe". Either 
Minilicrs intended to acknowledge the 
independence of America, or they did 
not ; if they did not, how were they to 
bring back the Colonics but by war a- 
gainft them ? wjiich would militate agaiitfl 
the famous resolution of the Houfe to put 
an end to the American war. If they in- 
tended to declare the Colonics indepen- 
dent, and he was convinced that fuch a 
mcafure was abfolutcly ncccflary, this 
bill would be a dangerous preliminary, 
and might interpofe- very ferious difficul- 
ties. As therefore he himfclf was an ad- 
vocate for American independence, he 
mult oppofc the bill if the word " Ameri- 
ca" was not left out. 

Mr. Da-jid Hartley feconded the mo- 
tion. 

The Attorney General faid, the profent 
bill was an aft of the foundeft policv, 
wifdom, and jutiicc, to compel officers to 
rcfide w here they held places. It could 
not be denied that we had parts of Amc- 
ricainpofleffion ; officers could ouly operate 
on our own territories ; as to the rdt of 
America, it was but waltc paper. A bill 
ot this defcription could not impede anv 
fyftcm of pacification ; but if anv danger 
was to be appiehended, it was from the 
morion and thole w ho fupported it. He 
did not impute any unworthy motive to 
die mover and the gentleman who lecond- 
cd it, but if there exiflcd anv fet of men 
inimical to the prefent Minifters, or the 
country, they could not adopt a more ef- 
fectual plan of gratifying their malice or 
rcfentment, than by oppofing the prefent 
bill. He vindicated Lord Shelburnc, and 
gave the motion his hearty negative.

He 
then entered into a very high culogium of 
his own character and thole of his adhe- 
rents. They were the wifeft, moft en- 
lightened, and virtuous men, that ever 
any country pouclfcd.

7 ne Lord Chancellor oppofed the pai&ng 
in a hurry, a bill of luch importance, at 
the dole of a Scflion, more efpecially as 
the bill was not only evidently but avow- 
edly imperfect. It lupprcflcd a variety of 
offices, without fubftituung any better 
means of doing the bufinef*. He refer- 
red to the lecond page of the bill, and 
refted ftrongly on the want of dignity and 
decency in their proceedings, if they mould 
oafs a bill, which thus loolely and large 
ly conveyed indefinite powers for thefup* 
prcflion of offices, to the Lords of the 
Trcafurv. The Oidoance Board had 
made a claufe in the former btfl, F>ot *.\a> 
now wholly omitted, and that for the 
beft rcafon that could be given ; a noble 
duke 



was at the held of it, from whoi 
everv regulation that was practicable and 
expedient might be expected. If there- 
fore one noble perfoo had been found ca- 
pable of wifely regulating one office, per- 
haps it would not be too much to cipeft 
that other noble pcrfons, equally zealous 
and capable might be found, to regulate 
and reform the other offices likewife. The 
taking away the patronage annexed to 
great offices was wholly repugnant ro the 
confutation. If the chief aim of the re-

then begged the Houfc to recoiled their

Earl of Coventry deplored the death of 
the Matquis of Rockingham. It was 
a heavy Ms to hi<> friends, — and to the 
public. The '.-.ill had icceivcd the fanc- 
titm of that noble lord, and \<, was con- 
vinced it was founded on the loundcft 
policy. 

Lord VKlquhI Siormott remarked that 
thr belt way of ihewing rclpcft to the 
meafurc of a virtuous minifter deccafed, 
was nor blindly to adopt it, but to exa- 
mine whether it was proper to he acceded 
t » or not. It was not - the proper time to 
fate the numbcrlcfs grounds of obicftion 
to the. hill; it was enough for him at 
prcfciu that it was a money bill, and di- 
rc£Uv repugnant to the (lauding order of 
1701. The ordnance was omitted in the 
bdl ; the noble Duke had himfclf admit- 
ed that the regulations in the former bill 
were inapplicable; therefore it was fair to 
argue that the regulations for fupprclling 
rile other offices would alio be found in- 
applicable. His lordlhip then marked the 
diltmciion between real knowledge and 
the mere cony Mure of a fpcculative re- 
former, adviiing the Houfe by no' means 
to countenance the latter, but to rake time 
to enquire if the regulations propoftd 
were practicable and ulcful. 

Karl of Shelburne declared that fo far 
from being a money bill, or a bill of fup- 
plv, that he thought it merely a bill of 
regulations, which their lordlhips had 
futl right to alter and nmend as they 
(hould think proper. His lordfliip joined 
in lamenting the death of the Marquis. 
In anfwer to the Chancellor's argument 
that the bill did not provide means for 
tarrying on the bufiuefs of the offices 
lupprcflcd, bis lordlhip laid, it uas not 
the bufincfs of Parliament to provide new 
places, it was the office of the Crown. 

Lord Loughborough faid he entirely ap- 
proved of paying the civil lilt debt, and 
preventing any in future. He would not 
however abandon thofe rights which the

to forego. The preparers of the bill had 
tacked a claufc to it that made it a money 
bill, to prevent their lordlhips inteifering 
in it in any degree whatever.

Edict, whether they approved of the 
form of it or not. He confidcrcd the 
Handing order of 1702, as their lordflups

conceiving this, that is, fuppofing inftead

Mr. Dante I Parker Coke made a motion, 
which though unconnected with the late 
revolution in the Miniftrv, led to a full 
difcuflion of it. He laid, he had heard a 
report which had very much furprifcd 
him, that a penfion of 3200I. a year had 
been granted to Colonel Barre, and that 
the patent was now hurrying through the 
different offices, no doubt that it might 
pafs the Great Sea) before the royal aficnt 
fliould be given to the bill for reforming 
his Majefty's civil M ctabiifhrnent.

to enjoy, while he remained in otficc. 
Now, as ic was the common language, 
that the nation was cxhauftcd, and that 
the moft rigorous occonomy ought to be 
adopted, he was of opinion, that this 
pcnfion was not an inftancc of that ccco- 
rtomy j and he could not fupprefs his 
aftonilhmcnr at findmg, the profeflions 
and the practice of fomc men fo much 
at variance. Before he made any motion 
on the lubjcrt, he wifticd to be informed, 
if fuch a pcnfion had actually been 
granted. 

Mr. Frederick Montague y a Lord of the 
Treafury, acknowledged that a warrant 
had palied the Trcafury f >r a penlion of 
3iOo!. a yeai to Colonel Barre, and that 
he himfelf, as a Comrniftioncr of tliat 
Board, had figned it. 

Mr. Coke faid that the fact being afcer- 
tained,and the bufmefs brought to liirhr, it 
now became him to do his duty. There 
was a claufein the bill for reforming the 
King's civil lift, which at this time lay 
ready for the Royal aflcnt, by which the 
Miniftcr of the day was to be rcftramed 
from granting any pennon exceeding 
6f>ol. a year. If this claufe was necef- 
fary in tnc prcfent fituatioa of affairs, he 
thought it highly improper in Miniftcrs 
to grant the pcnfion in queftion, and high- 
lr indecent in them to hurry it through 
tnc different offices that it might pwfs the 
fcal, before the reform bill lhouJd pafs 
into a law. He was foon to return to his 
conftituents, and no doubt he fliould be 
aflted, if the New Miniftcrs kept their 
word with the public, and were careful 
hufltands of the public money.

The Earl of Effingham fupjxmed his 
amendments, and laid the cvii of the E. O. 
gaming had better be permitted for an- 
other lummer, than the bill pa.U wiihoui 
the amendments. 

The amendments were read, the report 
received, and the bill ordered to the Com- 
mons. 

On the late Resignations. 

7l:r Duke of Richmond, hoped for their 
lordlhips indulgence, as there was no 
queflion before the Houfe. His Grace 
then lpoke of the much lamented death of 
the Marquis of Rockingham, which bad 
in its political conl'equenccs, occafioncd 
the resignation of two other pcrfons 
for whom he had the highclt eftcem and 
veneration. One of them his near rela- 
tion, and a man of powerful abilities, 
whofe lofs muft be fevcrely felt. That 
pcribn would no doubt make his rcafons 
known. His Grace's prefent intention 
was to ftate his own principles. This 
country had been brought to the verge of 
deftruciion \>y the impolitic mcafurcs of a 
former admmiftration ; the Commons at 
laft opened their eyes, new men were put 
into office, and new mcafurcs adopted. 
The great bafts of the new mcafurcs were, 
A PEACE, A RETRENCHMENT OF EX- 
FENCES, and A DETERMINATION TO 
LESSEN THE UNDUE INFLUENCE OF 

the Crow n. On this triple foundation 
the new government was grounded. The 
late noble Marquis was called to take the 
lead in the great and falutary bulinefs, but 
the will of providence had called away 
that amiable clvuaitcr ; and hi* Majefty 
had judged proper to appoint the noble 
Earl, then near his Grace, a* his fucccfTor. 
This appointment was followed by the 
resignation of one of the Seci ctar\ r s of 
State, and that of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. Two events which were to 
be lamented, and which moil fenfibly af* 
fected him. But as it did not appear to 
him, that any one of the mcafurcs, adopt- 
ed during the administration of the late 
Marquis was to be abandoned, the prefent 
Miniftcrs mould have his fupport. How- 
ever if he found them in the moft diltant 
article, or in the moft oblique manner to

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fwcrvc from that line, they Ihould have 
hi? mod determined oppolition. His 
Grace then adverted to the American war 
with great acrimony, profetied himfelf a 
whig in every i'cnfc of the word, apolo- 
gized again to tl\e Houfe, and concluded 
with again" aflcrting, that if Minifters de- 
viated from the line of conduct laid do\*n 
bvthe laft adminiftration, he would in- 
ftantly league himfelf in the moil firm op- 
position. 

The Earl of Shclbnrne al fo made an 
apology for riling to l'peak, when there 
was no qucdion before their lordfhips. 
He declared his fenriments were the fame 
refpetting the three great points mentioned 
by his Grace, as when the lad adminiftra- 
tion was formed. He lamented alio the 
retignation of the two members of the 
cabinet; he ADMIRED the ONE for his 
GREAT ABILITIES, and HE VENERAT- 
ED the other for his INCORRUPTIBLE 
IXTEGRlTYf. He admired the delicate 
manner in which the noble Duke had 
touched upon the late reflations. They 
were n#t however of so very lament- 
able a kind, but that the buttnefs of the 
nation could be carried into effc&. The 
rcafons that induced the two right honour- 
able pcrfons to go out of office, were not 
any divifion of icntimcnt refpecting Ame- 
rica, nor any oppofition to any one plan 
refpe&ing the intcreft ot the empire, the 
conduit of the war, the ccconomy of the 
houlhold, or the reform in Parliament, 
it was fokly becaufe a party was not per- 
mitted to take from the Sovereign, the 
prerogative of nominating the officers of 
ftatc; and to ved themfclves with the 
power of making the firft Minidcr the 
puppet of the rclt. A charge of incon-- 
fiftency had been brought againd him in 
another place to clear himfelf of this ; 
he declared he (till held the fame princi- 
ples in regard to America, which he at 
firft imbibed. He had been, and was yet 
of opinion, that whenever the Parliament 
of Great Britain acknowledged the Inde- 
pendence of America, the sun of En- 
gland's GLORY WAS SET FOR EVER. 
Yhis had been the opinion of the late 
Lord Chatham, and was the opinion of 
many able datefmen. Other noble lords 
thought differently * and as the majority 
•f the cabinet had been againlt him, he 
had acquiefced in the racafuic, though

dilTenting from the idea; but the' point 
wa!> fettled for bringing the matter before 
Parliament, where jt would be candidly, 
fairly, and impartially debated. The 
inconfjftency therefore with which he had 
been charged, .mud have ariicn from the 
e flu Guns ot refentment, and nut from tli% 
relult of well founded fafts. The real 
caule ot the late resignations, was, as he 
had already mentioned, becaufe a party 
had not been permitted to govern the 
kingdom ; becaufe a fcleCt number of ^ 
men were not lolcly to take from the 
Crown its cfiential prerogatives. The 
conditution of thi* country gave the king 
particular powers, as a check on the 
other branches of the legiflaturc, and if 
thefe powers were once taken away, we 
could no longer bond of the three branches 
which conftituted the very being of our 
legitlarurc. The great and important office 
.to which he had been lately called, was 
no doubt the primary caule of the two 
resignations. The Treafury had it* 
charms. The Treafury was to fupport 
party. The Treafury was to fupport 
Minidcrs. The Treafury was to com- 
mand the voice of Parliament. Thefe 
were the ideas of thole who wanted to 
carry on the bufinefs of the nation by 
PARTY ; but thefe were not HIS ideas'^ 
If meafurcs were not right, die Treafury 
could not alter their demerit. He had no 
idea of ruling Parliament by party. His 
intention was to call for the fupport of an 
uncorruptcd, uninfluenced Parliament, on 
the bafii of the virtue, the integrity, and 
the utility of the meafurcs propoled for 
their consideration. The Treafury to 
him was to be no fupport for needy de- 
pendents, no fource for political corrup- 
tion. It was to be managed for the great 
benefit of the nation, and fairly and o- 
pcnly accounted for, to tlie real proprie- 
tors, the public. He wifhed their lord- 
fhips to underdand, that when the pro- 
pofition was firft made for forming the 
adminiftration, that he had retufed 
the place which he* now held, and had 
then given up the preference to the Mar- 
quis of Rockingham. Therefore, when 
that noble Minidcr died, there >yas fofnc 
claim, and his Majedy did not forget it. 
Invidious and erroneous reafons had been 
publifhed j but it was not his difpofition 
to go into uerfonal invectives 5 he con- 
fined himfclr to faSts, and on the faired 
datemcnt of them he reded his conduct. 
A day would come, when the papers of 
the cabinet Ihould be laid before the 
Uoufc, and it would then appear what 

wore 
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were the principled of certain pcrfons, ?nd 
how tar they coincided in that great con- 
Ititutional point) the general good of the 
kingdom. 

Another matter had hecn alluded to in 
another place, which he thought himfclf 
^x>und to anlwcr, it wis the provifion 
made for his honourable friend, the pay- 
maiter of the navy. Twenty years ler- 
rice in Parliament, in the duty-of which 
he had left the emolument* and honours 
that would have aniln from hi* pro- 
felfional line of life, claimed fome no- 
tice, when thofe whole principles he had 
iupportcd, were called to the head of pub- 
lic affairs. He came to meet this matter 
openlv, and to avow his acquiescence in 
irs jumce. The provifion rmtde for the 
honourable gentleman had the approba- 
tion of all the the late adminiuration. 
There was no mean n els in this acl ; it 
was above bdard, and known to all pi: - 
lies. It was not, as other • pcrfons had 
done, when they came into office, and 
who, in a more covert mode, had pro- 
vided for their relations and dependents, 
as if they had feared the light of difqui- 
fition. He came forward openlv to avow 
what was done for a man whom he c- 
ltecmcd; to whofe friendfhip he was in- 
■debted ; and to whofe zeal and abilities 
this nation owed the idea of its prclcnt 
reform. The inftitution of the- Commif- 
fioners of accounts w?.« well known to 
have originated with the honourable 
gentleman. InvcrTrtw he dreaded no: ; 
he feared no faction; his heart was con- 
fcious of no wrong; his intentions were 
upright in what he had done, and in wh; t 
he yet propolcd to do. He ufked the al- 
fiitanrcof the Houfe no longer th.m thev 
found him acting up to the ivikm be ; .un 
bv the late m<ble M.mjm-:, whofe mctim- 
rv he revered, and wirh whom, in po- 
litical fenriincnts. he h.id but one (h ide 
of difference, the innVp'/ndcncc of Ame- 
rica. It was ever h'u opinion, t'ut l':r 
of America ivmld end i>/ thr- 1 .<//';/ <S 
Englitni, and that a peace pitched u;> 
with France, would give that proud ene- 
my the means of vet trampling on thi<: 
eountrv. The futt'of E>^fnnd\< ?lnry % hr. 
w'tjhrd not. to fee fet Cvr e-jrr \ he looked 
for a fpark at lcaft to be left ; which might 
in time light us up to a new dav. But if 
independence was-to be granted, if Par- 
liament deemed that meafurc prudent, he 
forefaw in his own mind, that England 
va$ undone. He wifhed to God that he 
had been deputed to Congrcfv, that he 
might plead the caufc of tbat country, as 



well as of this ? and that he might exer« 
cife whatever powers he poiTcflcd as an 
orator, to fa vc both from ruin, in a con- 
viction to Congi-cls, that if thesr inde- 
pemhncc w*j finned, their liberties were 
gone for ever. J'eace, his lordfhip added, 
was ~\ dcfi^ble objc*t, bur it mutt be «n 
honourable peace, and not an humiliatim 
one, dictated by France, or in fitted on bv 
America. It v as very true, this king- 
dom was n&t ir. a flourishing {tatcv— <t wai 
impoverifhed bv war. But it we were 
not rich, it was evident that France w?s 
poor. If we were itraitened in om 
linanoci, the enemy were exhausted in 
their rcfources. This was a great empire : 
it abounded with brave men, who win: 
able and willing to fight in a common 
caufe; the language of humiliation, (hould 
not therefore he the language of Grc*: 
Britain. His lordfhip faid that he %vas n < 
alhamed, nor afraid of thofe exprcfiW. 
going to America. There were n umbos 
great numbers there, who wore of ti* 
fame way of thinking, in rcfpc£> to that 
country being dependent on rhi*, aou 
who, with him perceived ruin and inde- 
pendence linked together. 

His lordfhip adverted to a variety of 
other lubjcm ; he laid, he undentood, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer had rc- 
figncd on account of his love of rctirr- 
mct t and private life; and that the >hr- 
i|ui* had lint propofed the granting Col. 
B*rre's pen lion, rs a tccompcncc for de- 
clining the p:iv omce, in order to accor.;- 
modite Mr. Buikc. 

His lordlhip concluded with faying, he 
wa> pci leaded, there wanted nothing but 
g'»od maungement of the refuurccs thai 
icnuincd, and a wife and vigorous excr- 
tv.n of our ftrenr,rh, to put us again on a 
t of t>t- ; table, a rnppY. ami a piofpcrou* 
footing.

That the plank was very good for fhips 
bottoms under water, and on the liars of 
the decks, but not fo durable as Knglifh 
oak ; that foreign oak and thick fruffis 
now intended (19) to be ulcd in repairing 
the King's mips on account of the fear- 
city" of Englifh oak ; but its durability as 
yet cannot be afecrtained ; fome experi- 
ence has been had of the durability of 
thick fluff in prize mips taken laft war, 
but of what country- growth that oak 
might be thev could not far ; on a iurvey 
of thole prize fhips, the oak wrought in 
thick ftuff and frame was not fo good and 
lifting as Englifh oak, as was proved by 
the frequent Cud den repairs required.

As to tk prices of Timber from the Forejl, 

Whcu felled and (quared it flood 3^5. 
a load. From the New Foieft to Portf- 
Tnouth yard, all the charges of felling and 
removing were ibout 36/. a load more. 

At the Foieft of Dean, the charges and 
txpenecs were about 2/ ti*. td. and in 
•war 55. additional. 

That as to the qualities of Knglifh oak 
timber ir varied according to the foil it 
f re-w upon. The timber from the inte- 
rior counties not being fo good as that ia 
the lea coaft counties. That a Jandy Jo:l 
produces an inferior fort of timber to a 
* lav {'oil, it being generally Ihakev, (jo) 
and not fo tough and durable, as that 
**hich grows upon a clay foil. That 
in the king's yards they had always re- 
ceived that fort of timber, as they refufc 
none from any foil, provided it be perfect 
in its nature, and not lhakcy ; and in that 
cale it is as good and equal Iv applicable to 
*nv parts or the (hip for immediate ufe, 
but certainty not fi durable. That there 
is no certain rule to afcertain the age of 
timber when it comes to the king's yards, 
but it is judged fit, from 8e»to 100 years 
growth, which it is needfary it Ihould be, 
particularly on account of the fizc. That 
previous to paying for the timber, it is 
iurvcyed, and if any defects appear, an 
abatement is made from the quantity. 

Melfrs Williams, Pallil'cr, and Brett,

(30) The ufing timber that grows on a 
fandy foil for building fhips of war, is one 
of the principal caufes of :hc fwift drcay of 
fuch (hips. This is very bad conduct, and 
may be eafily obviated, by buying the timber 
as it (lands growing. If fuch a practice was 
adopted, not only the foil would be known to 
the king's purveyors, but alfo the quantity 
of timber growing in the different parts of 
the kingdom, which at prefent thcycao give 
little or no account of.

mittcd action ; but it is evident, Sir, that 
Nauticus himfulf did not indulge fuch an 
idea, bv his connecting experience fo 
clofcly with it. Now, if experience and 
fcaraanihip, would have had an equal 
claim u> fucccfc uj the aflton, the battle

for it is well known (and it would be 
wonderful, were it not fo) that the French 
and Spaniards arc much more experienced 
in the Straits, and on the counts near, than 
us; and rim, Sir, account* for I«ord 
Howe having l»cen neccfutatvd to place 
fo much confidence in rhe unremitted af- 
liduitv and cx ten five knowledge of Capt.

The Court Martial fat on Tuefday the 
1 2th of November. The prifonsr and pro- 
fecutor both appeared in uniforms. Ge- 
neral Sir George Howard, feeing a gentle- 
man taking notes, informed him that thfr 
court had no objection to his taking notes, 
provided no ufe were made of them dur- 
ing the trial; arid that he mould be at li- 
berty to continue, on condition, that at 
the rifing of the Court, he mould give 
his notes to the Judge Advocate, who 
would feal them up, and deliver them to 
him again the next day ; the fame precau- 
tion to be taken every day, till the clofe 
of the trial: Sir George obferved, that 
the bufinefs before the court was of a very 
delicate nature ; and that from the fmall- 
eft error or inaccuracy in taking down the 
notes and publiming them, the honour of 
two very refpc£\ablc officers might be in- 
jured : the gentleman availed himfelf of 
the indulgence of the court, and continu- 
ed to take notes, which when the court 
rofc, he handed over to Sir George How- 
ard ; they were immediately fealcd up, 
and Sir Charles Gould took charge of 
them.

" Lord George would not have aiVed

man were alive in Norfolk, and might 
have been produced, if the ager.rs for rhe 
proferution had thought proper to c^Il 
upon them. The omifTion on this point 
might have been fjom delicacv and htr- 
manirv, but it was fair for him to avail 
himfelf of the legal plea which the oraif- 
fion afforded him. The objection, how- 
ever, was over-ruled. 

When the Lord Chief Raron was fum- 
ming up, he obferved, that the commif- 
fion produced in Court had not been prov- 
ed to have been the cnmmifiion under 
which the Eicanoutcur had aclcd, the 
counts founded on the idea of fuch a com- 
mifTion mutt of ourfe fall to the ground. 
But there was ftia another count, which 
if proved, would afTcc* the pnfoner*s life, 
as much as the others ; and that count 
was, that he had adhered to, and com- 
forted the King's enemies in ac>s of hof- 
tility againft his fubieexs. In fupport of 
this count it had been proved, that when 
Capt. Kelly took the Efcamouteur, fte 
had two Engliih veflels in company* 
which (he had made pares t It was prov- 
ed alfo, that the 'prifoner had been on 
board : it remained with the Jury to de- 
termine, whether he was there of his own 
free will, or compelled to aft agaiofl fy 5 
King and Country. The prifoner

The pri- 
f-mcr acknowledged that he had taken the 
watch, but iniiftcd that it v»as in order to 
prefcrvc it for the right owner, from 
whom it would have been toon taken by 
the reft of the crew ; and that he alfigncd 
this reifon to the owner at the time ; hut 
the witnefs faid that no fuch rcafon had 
been at ail alligned at the time. 

The proofs brought to piovc the prifo- 
ner a native of York mire* were unncccf- 
{ary, as he himfelf admitted the fact; 
and pleaded in anfwer to the charge, that 
having been taken on board an Englilh 
privateer, and carried into Dunkirk, he 
had cfcaped to Flulhing, where he mull 
have ftarved, if he had not gone on board 
a Dutch privateer : but that he never for- 
got his country, to which he had it al- 
ways firmly in his mind, to deliver up the 
enemy's (hip, if ever it fhould be in his 
power : that having this intention, he at 
lift had found an opportunity to carry it 
into execution ; and that having entered 
the Humber, he, in concert with another 
Eoglilhmao, had contrived to get the 
Dutchmen, fourteen in number, under 
the hatches, and running the vcfTcl on 
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more, he Wad immediately furrendere^ 
himfelf and the fhip to the regulating 
Captain at Hull. This officer was in 
Court, and confirmed all this ftorv, as 
far as it related to the running of the (hip 
on fhorc, and l\irrender ; as did alio two 
other officers, one of whom proved, that 
when the privateer ran on Ihore, none 
were on deck but the prifoner and another 
Englifliman, the Dutchmen being then 
aH below. However, two of the officers 
gave it as their opinion, that the running 
on lhore, and the confequent lurrender, 
were matters not of choice, but of necef- 
fitv, as from the wind and weather, the 
veifel could not get out to fca ; another 
proved that there was fcarcely beef c- 
nough for two days : and only a fmalj 
quantity' of flour and damaged bread. 
Upon x\\c whole of the evidence, the Jury 
found the prifoner Guilty, but recom- 
mended him to mercy. 

Sir James Marriott then parted fentencc 
of death upon the two unhappy men ; 
and obferved, that though perhaps his 
Majetty might in his gracious pleasure, 
extend his royal mercy to them, ftill he 
would not advife them to entertain hopes, 
left it might be ncceflarv to make exam- 
ples, to check, if polTible, the commiflion 
of a crime, w hich fecmed to be the cha- 
rac"teri(ric of Englilhmen of the prefent 
age — the m /enunciation of the allegiance due 
to their Sovereign. 

This concluded the bufinefs of the 
Court, which was adjourned at a quarter 
after three o'clock, to the month of 
March next.

Bat bclklcs this, fo very various and 
extcnln e arc the operations of gnvcrment, 
that the number of pcrfous employed in 
their itrvicc couftitutc a very conudcrahlc 
body of the people ; and their relief is a 
public concern. If, by difcharging an 
office, at pafent paid by a falary, from 
thofe fee* and deduction* to which it it 
now iubjeft, that falary fliould become 
greater than the office ought in rcalbn to 
have annexed to it, it may ealiiy l>e regu- 
lated, and reduced to its proper tt.indurd. 

Wc have laid the falarv mould be paid 
free of all deductions ; that is, as far as 
it it is confident with {he laws in being. 
The fabrics and fees of office are at prc- 
fent fubjccl , by three Acts of Parliament, 
to the land tat, the fixpenny and one 
ihilling duties. Whoever takes a view of 
the above ftate of the official profits, will 
not wonder they mould be deemed by the 
legillature a fit fubjeel of taxation; and, 
under the fvftem then in ufc, no other 
mode of taxation could well be contrived, 
but that adopted in thofe a£b, though at- 
tended with inequality, and, in many 
cafes, with hardihip. ' Had one known 
ialary been at that time the pay of o.fice, 
and the nrcetfities of the ftate required the 
aid of every fui>jc&, in proportion to his 
faculties, it is pofllble a diminution of the 
falary before it iflued, might have appear- 
ed a more eligible, more equal, and lefs 
expenfive mode of taxation, than paying 
it entire out of the Exchequer, and then 
bringing hack again a part of it, delayed 
and defalcated by a variety of deductions 
in itt circuit : but, as it is, the Aims at 
prcfent aflcfTcd upon thefc offices muft 
continue to be paid ; becaufe, otherwile,

If the 
mode of payment by a clear falarv is a- 
dopted, the total fum now affetfed UfOft 
all the officers in one office, may fldl con- 
tinue to be p.iid as one fum, in like man*, 
nex, out of the fame fund with the fab- 
rics themfclves. 

We have laid the falarics fliould be an* 
nexed to the office : it ought to be a full 
aud competent rccompcnce for the execu^ 
tion, and no more. The w hole of it 
ought to be paid to die pcrfon who exe- 
cutes, independent of the officer who pre- 
fides, but who mould ft ill retain the lame, 
power of appointment, and the lame con- 
troul that he now cxercilcs over the infc* 
ligr officer. Where the profits exceed 
what the officer is in realon entitled, to, 
the overplus fljould be 3bolifhed, and the 
public reap the benefit, not a pcrfon. who 
earns no part of it. 

In the Pay Orficc of the array, fome of 
the offices of the Deputy Paymaftcu a* 
broid arc fmecures : though deputies 
themfclves, they execute the fe offices by 
their deputies, being themfclves engaged 
in very different employments under go- 
vernment. 

Jnftanccs arc not wanting, in alithefc 
offices, to warrautthis regulation of pay- 
ment by a falarv. Tlic Treasurer of the 
Navy and his raymalicr, the Paymafter 
General of the Forces, the Paymafters of 
Exchequer Bills, and their Officers, are 
all paid by fulat ics only ; and why du: 
fame rule may not be txii.idcd to the reft, 
no fnfficicut reafon has hitherto occurred 
to us. It might fcem too fanguine, to 
fuggeft how fai- this rule may be applied 
to other offices, without a previous exa- 
mination into their peculiar circumftan- 
ccs ; and yet the advantage it holds out 
to the public, its fiioplkity, and aptitude 
to be accommodated to all offices, how- 
ever diftinguimcd, afford great reafon to 
believe it may be applied to every depart- 
ment of government. 

The principle of ccconomy by which 
we have been guided, has led us to the 
conclufions wc have formed, and the regu- 
lations we have fubmitled to the wifdom 
of Parliament : conclufions ftri&ly deduc- 
ed from that principle, and regulations 
made ncceflary by the preffing exigencies 
of the times.

Thofe enquiries being 
finifiScd, we have, in obedience to the in- 
tention of the legiflaturc, thus fignihed to 
us, directed ourattenrion to the accounts 
oi the extraordinary fcrvices incurred and 
not provided for Dy Parliament, which 
have been laid before the Houfe 0/ Com- 
mons fince the ift of January 1776. 

In this wide field, where the objefts 
arc fo numerous, fo various, and fo com- 
plicated, we have, in our choice of the 
iubjeft, been attentive to the public voice, 
as far as we have been able to col left it, 
and have fetched for our enquiry, as 
much fufpe&ed of abufc, that part of the 
public money, granted for the extraordi- 
nary fervices of the army, which has been 
expended in North America 1 endeavour- 
ing to trace it from its ilfuc out of the Ex- 
chequer, to the final difpofition of it in 



detect (if fuch there has been) 
tion, fraud, or milappli cation ? 

We admit no charge againft perfons a- 
broad, who have no opportunity of being 
heard in their own defence ; and we are 
cautious that our examination does not 
lead to felf-accuiation. Thus dcibtutc of 
the proper evidence, and with fo Unpro- 
mifing a profpeef before us, wc fct out 
in fcarch of fuch materials as we could 
find, and as the nature and circumftanccs 
of the fubjeel would afford. 

We extracted from the Journal*, and 
from the accounts prefer 1 . ted »o the Houfe 
of Commons, the turns granted for the 
extraordinary fervices of the army every 
year, from the ift of Januarv 1776, to 
the j ift of December laft. The total of 
thefe fums is 19,302,9691. zs. Sd. 

Wc obtained by requifition fmm the 
office of the Paymaftcr-Gencra! of the 
Forces, an account of the moiv.v* iflutd to 
MetTrs. Harlev an.i Drummond,pur fuant 
to his Majcfty's warrants, for the extraor- 
dinary fervices of his Majcfty's forces 
fervtng in North America, during the 
fame period. This fum amounts to 
10,083,8631. 2$. 6d. 

Wc proceeded, in the next place, to 
enquire by what means this money paflcd 
to North America : of this we received 



information from Thomas Ncal, Efq. the 
Agent in Ixmdon to Meflrs. Harlcy and 
Drummond, who are engaged in a con- 
tract with government to make thefe re- 
mittances for a commiflion of one and a 
half per cent, clear of all fees of office, 
and cxpence of tranfportation.

As the Deputy Paymafters-Gencral 
of the forces abroad rranfmit, from time to 
time, to the Pay-Office of the army in 
England, the warrants of theCommanders 
hi Chief which have been paid by them — 
that we might omit no means of infor- 
mation of the fams iffucd, we procured 
from the Pav -Office of the army, a lift of

We required from the office of the Au- 
ditors of the Impreft, a lift of all thole 
pcrlons who have been employed in the 
expenditure of the public money for the 
army ferviccs in North America, and who 
had cither palled or delivered in their ac- 
counts to that office fmce the tft of Janu- 
ary, 1776. We examined the officers 
whole names we found inlerted in thclc 
lift*, and who were withia the reach of 
our appifcation; (that is to fay) Robert 
Mackenzie, Kfq^ Secretary and Pa vm after 
to Lieutenant-General Sir William 
Howe; Major -General Sir William Er- 
Ikine, and William Lord Cathcart, Quar- 
ter-Maftcrs-Gcneralj Lieutenant Colonel 
William Shirrcff, and Major Kichard 
England, Deputy Qu^rte- -Matters Gene- 
ral. We examined Lieurenant-Cojoncl 
George Clerk, Barrack-Mafttr-Gencral; 
and John Montrcfor,E1q. Chief Engineer, 
whole names are not in this lift, their ac- 
counts not being as yet delivered in. 
Daniel Chamier, and Daniel Wicr, Efqrs. 
the two Commiirarics -General during 
that period, are both dead: None of the 
accounts of cither, and a few only of the 
vouchers of the latter, arc in the Audi- 
tor's office ; and therefore the article of 
proviOons, though a very important and 
expenfive branch of this exnendtture, 
and many other articles of ex peace 
in that department, were not within our 
reach in this enquiry. We examined alio 
Captain David Laird, the Agent for vic- 
tuallers, ftdre-ftups, and ImaiJ craft j and 
Mr. William Butler, an af&ftant com- 
mifTary. 

From the information given by thefe fe- 
vered officers, and from the vouchers and 
papers they have fupplicd us with, we 
have been able to acquire fome knowledge 
of the rules by which thefe departments 
have been governed; and to trace, in fome 
meafure, the manner in which thefe 
branches of the public expenditure have 
been conducted in North America.

This ticket w as, 
upon payment, left at the office; and at 
ihe end of even- quarter the Supcrin- 
tcadant took up all thefe tickets from the 
fcvcral offices and, after examination 
with his check book, gave to each princi- 
pal officer one general voucher, Signed bv 
himfelf, for the total Sum contained in all 
thofe tickets, and paid by him during that 
quarter. 

Much the greatcft number of the w ag- 
gons, horfes, and drivers, employed in 
the fcrvicc of the army, were procured 
\>y the Quarter-Matter General. The 
Commander in Chief ordered the eSta- 
blrlhmcnt, that is, the number which he 
judged to be nceelfary for the occaitoni of 
the arjny, and in what proportion thev 
Ihould be dirtributcd amongft the fcveral 
corps, and for the fevcral (ei viccs. This 
citabliflimcnt was permanent, and kept 
coufiantly, as far as it could be, com- 
plete. The Quartcr-Mafter General made 
a return of them every quarter to the 
Commander in Chief; which return was 
called the distribution, and contained an 
account of all the waggons, horfes, and 
drivers, at that time under his direftion, 
and in what fervicc employed : for all thefe 
be was* rcfponfible, and paid the hire and 
contingent expences. The other depart- 
ments had Jikewife waggons, horfes, and 
drivers, in their Service; which were pro- 
cured by thcmfclvcs, and paid by their 
respective principal officers. All thefe de- 
partments had artificers and labourers, 
procured by the ovcrfeers in the feveral 
branches, hired by the day, and paid in 
each refpective office. 

The receipts given for thefe Services 
were of two kinds ; either Separate receipts, 
given by individuals in the common form ;

In purSuing this enquirv into the me- 
thods and forms bv which this expendi- 
ture has been carried on, we have liad in 
view two principal objefts : one is, to dif- 
covcr whether any fraud has in facl been 
committed upon the public in the courSe 
of thefe money tranSactionf; the other is, 
toobferve, whether the public ha* been 
Sufficiently guarded againtl fraud and im- 
poSition, in the modes adopted for carry- 
ing on this expenditure. 

Could a Single inftancc of fraud be dis- 
covered in anv of the accounts of thcSc 
officers, Such a diScovcry would So corrupt 
and vitiate that account", as to SubkcT the 
w hole of it to a revifion and unravel - 
menf, though ad jutted and patted with all 
the Ibtcmnitici of the Exchequer. 

Thefe accountants are charged Avith all 
the Sums they have received of the Pay- 
malter General of the forces, by the war- 
iant> of the Commander in Chief. Thev 
cannot di (charge rhemfelvcs.but bv the re- 
ceipts of the pcrSons to whom thev, or 
their officers have paid theSe Sums. The 
receipts are fair upon the face of them; 
each contains all the cflent ials of a true 
voucher ; a date, the Subject matter, the 
Sum paid, the pcrSon of whom received, 
and the pcifon receiving. If the tranf?c- 
tion has not been a fair one, and govern- 
ment has been defrauded of an v part of 
the moncv. the voucher, which is the evi- 
dence of that tranfa£tion, muff, in Some 
pait of it, be falfc or fraudulent.

The Commander in Chief, umfulting 
with the priacip d officers in the fevcral 
departments, flttled the cftabliflitnent, 
and ordered that it fiiouid be permanent, 
and kept complete. As the army was not 
always in motion, the nccefliry ror lb nu- 
merous a permanent crtablithmcnt was 
aot obvious. The rcafon gjvrn for re- 
taining the fame number for the whole 
year, is-, the difficulty of procuring them 
again when wanted, in cafe they had been 
difcharged at the end of the campaign : 
but this rcafon doe* not appear altogether 
conclufivc ; for, if they are in being, die 
arm of the Commander in Chief can reach 
them, wherever they arc ; he has power 
to feizc, the inftant nc wants it, whatever 
ii necelTary for the fervice, in his con- 
templation : from the enemv he feizes of 
tight: from a friend he pre ires of neccf- 
£ty, paying him the value, for the ufe. 

The cftablifhment was hardlv ever com- 
plete, from the conftant difficulty of pro- 
curing the number of waggons it requir- 
ed. . As they were, therefore, fo fcarcc in 
that country, and the cattle could have 
been employed to more advantage than 
*pon the pay of government, it might 
have been advantageous to the inhabitants 
to have had the ufe of them for the time 
tV»c army were in quarters ; and the hire 
of them, for fome months every vcar, 
would hare been no ineonfidcrable faving 
to the public. 

AM orders and regulations of even* kind 
proceed from the (Tommandcr in Chief : 
his power extends, without controul,ovcr 
the whole army and all its connexions. 
I* » limited only by his difcretion ; confe- 
quently, every form of proceeding, every 
ufagc and mode of pra&ice, mull reft ci- 
J^*f upon his orders or his acquicfccncc. 
That wc might learn ypon what authori- 



ty this cuftom, for the officers to be con? 
traitors of this deferi prion, was grounded, 
wc required from Sir William Howe, and 
Lord Cornwall!?, the orders and inftruc- 
tions iflued by them in North America, re- 
lative to the fcveral departments cnt- 
ployed in the expenditure of the public 
money. The returns tothefe rcquiktions, 
contained the appointment of the Superin- 
tendant of vcllels, and the regulation of 
the payment of their hire, in the offices 
of the departments in which they were 
employed, both above mentioned, together 
with other 01 dors, made from titnc to 
time, for diflcrcnt purpofes of regulation i 
bur we found, at one period only, orders 
relative to the point immediately under 
our con fideration.. Thefc orders were if- 
fued by Lord Cornwall is, are dated the 23d 
December, 1780, and contam matter very 
important to the fubject before us/ Lord 
Cornwall is had upon fcveral occnfions 
fovind, that the waggons and hot fes pro- 
vided for the public fervice by live Quar- 
tcr-Maftcr-Gcncral,wcre in b id condition, 
and neither tit nor able to pcrfonn thefcr- 
viccs required. To remedy thefc abufes, 
he thought it necelTary ro direct, that the 
Quartcr-Mafter-Gcneral fhmtld have no 
property in cithtar the waggons or horfes ; 
and to that end he iflued orders, enjoin- 
ing him not to charge more for waggons 
and horfes than he had a&ually paid 5 not 
to charge the hire of waggons and horfes 
purchalcd ; not to purchafe them but 
upon government account ; and if he hir- 
ed them, to pay the proprietors the full 
price for hire allowed by government. 
He ordered all the neccdary cmft to be 
purer!* fed on government account ; and 
fome of the veflrls to be difehai gcd,asfooH 
as they came under the dn cclicn of his De- 
puty Quartcr-Maftci-Gcncrnl at Portf- 
mouth, in the Chcfapcak, upon his repre- 
fentation that they were unncccfTary. He 
ordered, Iikcwifc, the Comrniuary Gene- 
ral not to charge government for the com- 
plete ration, unlcfs he fupplicd that ra- 
tion from the ftores from England ; and 
to charge no more for fi cfh provifion*, 
flour, or Indian meal, than what thev 
coft him. The manner of conducting 
this laft office it is not in our power to en- 
quire into; the CommifTaries-General are 
dead ; and their accounts not in England. 

Thefc orders are levelled at abufes at 
that time exifhng ; and thefe abufes all 
tend ro the defrauding of the public, for 
private emolument. 

By purfuing the rules of computation 
inferted above, wc arc enabled to difcover

and if the lame fyftern of management has 
b«m continued to the prcfent time, the 
public have incurred a ftill further ex- 
pence of 17^,0021. for two years more, to 
the 31ft of March laft; diat is, the pub- 
lic have paid 417,592!. for the fingle ar- 
ticle of the hire of waggons and horfes, 
the whole of which might have been lav- 
ed, had the mode contained in the orders 
of the 23d of December, 1780 been at 
firft, ad opted. 

From the circumftances thus difclofcd, 
it can hardly be doubted that this practice 
of letting out for hire to government, has 
been highly lucrative to the officers engag- 
ed in it. The officer is a truftcc for the 
public : as fuch, he is bound to hulband 
the public money committed to his charge 
with as much frugality as if it were his 
own : what be fcves, or what he gains, 
he laves and gains not for himfelf, but tor 
the public. He ought not to be permit- 
ted, by any management or contrivance, 
to carve out for himfelf an intereit in the 
execution of a public truft : if that inte- 
reft has been productive, how far fuch 
profit belongs to the public, and whether, 
by bill* of difcovery filed by the proper 
officer of the Crown, or by what other 
means, it may be difcovered, and re- 
claimed for the public, are for the wifdom 
,of Parliament to decide. 

It is of public concern this evil mould 
be ipeedily corrected : it flows from per- 
mitting a truft to refide, with an intereit, 
in the fame perfon. The remedy is, to 



take away the intereit, and by that meant 
to rcftore the truft and conrroul to its full 
force, that it may freely operate for the 
benefit of the public, "uniufluenced by 
private confiderations. 

But the remedy may be extended ftiil 
farther : it Ihould ftcm as if it would be 
more beneficial to the fervicc, if the offi- 
cers were relieved entirely from the trouble 
of making the payments. When their 
military durv calls them to the field, they 
muft neglect their duty as Paymnftcrs, 
and leave that branch' to be conducted 
entirely by their inferior officers and 
clerks. Ir feems to be a hardlhip upon a 
Quarter-Maftcr-Gcneral, to be fubject to 
accounf for very large fums, no part of 
which he paid himfelf, but merely bc- 
caufe they were paid in his name, and at 
his office, whillt he himfelf was abfat 
upon other duty. 

There is no ncccflary conne£on be- 
tween the military duty o: chtle officers, 
and the expenditure c F u,cncy for milita- 
ry feryices j this tr*ucr bcloags properly 
to a civil department, and may be exe- 
cuted by a civil officer. Major General 
William Roy, who, during the laft war 
in Germany, was in the departments both 
of the Quarter-Mafter-General,and Chief 
Engineer, informed us, that no public 
jnoncy was ilfucd to him in cither of thefe 
capacities : he was no accountant ; but 
all the cxpences incurred in thefe depart- 
ments were defrayed by the Deputy Pay- 
maftcr-Gcncral of the Forces, purltiant to 
the warrants of the Commander in Chief, 
ilTued for that purpofe. The Quartcr- 
Mafter-General, and Chief Engineer, 
were confidercd in thit army .as checks 
upon the expenditure on behalf of the 
public : they were to fee that the articles 
fupplied were good of their kind, ade- 
quate to the fer vices they were intended 
lpr, and that there was no wafte. 

"We arc therefore of opinion, that the 
orders of 13d December, 1780, mould be 
put in force forthwith throughout the 
whole army ; that no officer Ihould be per' 
milted to have a property or intereit in a- 
ny article whatever, which the duty of 
his office obliges him to provide for the 
lervice of the army: ir purchafed, it 
ihould be purchafed by, and for the ufe 
of government; if hired, it ihould be 
hired of pcrlons unconnected with milita- 
ry fervicc.

Drefs of the Spanijh Shepherds. 

A Spaniffi fhephcrd is a moll rcfpe£a-

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upon which he wean a Ihcep's-flcin with 
its fleece, whofe thicknefs equally pre- 
ferves his back from the cold in winter, 
end from the piercing ravs of the rum- 
mer's, fun. Over his kneer hang% a flip 
of leather, to defend them from the bri- 
ars ; his feet arc always bare, and fhod 
"with hempen fandals : the Montero, or 
fjpanilh cap, is both warm and coaveni- 
•nt. 

Char after of the Spnn'fh Pea/ants. 
Temperate in their diet, abftcmious, 
fober above all nations, f«md of their 
country, obedient and faithful to their 
king, thefc pcafanrs make molt excellent 
foldlers ; ana, as the levies in Spain arc 
for three or five years only, each dhlrier 
afTcmblcs annually and chufes out, among 
its young men, thofc who are unmarried, 
mnd can neft be fpared : br this wife me- 
thod, their troops are armies of volun- 
teers, and the whole country a »iilitia 
that hare all feen regular fcrvice. The 
Spanish hufbandmen ftill preferve the cuf- 
tom of their forefathers, by travelling on 
foot not only from village to village, but 
uver the whole pcninfula of Spain. A 
piece of bread in one of their pockets, and 
a hom-cup in the other, is their onlv pro- 
vifion ; they carry their cloaks, doubled 
longways, over their left fhoulder; and in 
then* right hand hear a Porra, or ftrong 
ftefF, with the afliffonce of which they 
leap over the rivulet< they meet with in 
their journey. As they go through the 
towns, they recruit their frock of bread • 
they feWom chufe to lie in them, ro avoid 
the'expence of an inn ; but u Ju n nip>t 
overtakes them they deep brntMth a fW!v 
tree, or the (helving of a rock, covered 
vrith their cloaks. In the year t 7*0, r.n C 
of my fen-ants at Seville, after having c- 
feaped from a long and dangerous ilinefh, 
a Iked my leave to perform a vow l«r h id 
made to vifit the flirine of St. Jago in Gal- 
licia, promifing to return in five weeks, 
which, to my aftoniuSment he fulfilled, 
although that town is 170 leagues dilfcmc 
from Seville. What fervicts may not be 
expelled from troops tfcu» enured to tem- 
perance and fatigue ! The Spaniard, if on 
foot, always travels as the crow flies, 
which the opennefs and drynefs of the 
country permits ; neither rivers nor the 
ftecpeft mountains flop his courfe, he 
fwims over the one, and fcales the other, 
and by this means (hoitens his journey fo 
coofideraMy, that he can carry an exprefs 
with greater expedition than any horfc- 
man. The large fums of mooev tranf- 
siitted continually to Velez from the fac- 



tory of Malaga, for the payment of the 

fruit bought Up there, arc alwavs lent by 
the common carrier* or rhefc footmen 
fried Propios, unguarded and alone, with- 
out affording an inftance of their ever 
having abufed the eonlidence rcpofed in 
them. 1, who have Known the countrv 
fo many years owe it this teftimony of 
their intent iiy. 

Dr-foipthx of the Drefs of the Spanijh 
Women. 

The women in the country villages and 
farms wear their garments long and mo- 
deft ; their w3ifts Ihort, like the ladies of 
ancient Rome, and without the unnatural 
fupport of whalebone. Their long flow- 
ing hair is plaited and confined hchind bv 
a golden bodkui in the failuon of the times 
of the EmprelV Fauitina, as may be feen 
on her coins. Publicly, and in die 
churches, their heads arc ever covered 
with the veil : this diftinguifhed part of 
their drefs, which thev borrowed from 
the Moors, was, as I have already oh- 
ferved, worn by them of wrought Qk ; 
but the Spanilh dames, lefs rich, for a- 
bove a century were contented with veils 
of woollen ; by degrees rhev were fabri- 
cated of black taffaty, and lately have 
been improved into the rioeft cambric aud 
tranfparcnt muftin. It is in this veil that 
are centered all the magic and attractions 
of the Spa nifli beauties ; at the fame time 
that it adds an inconceivable luftrc to their 
native chanm, it captivate* the hearr with 
every vi'.tnou* idea of modettv and referee. 
The modern love fongs perioral poems, 
and S^uidillas of thU country arc full of 
the molt Ivautiful metaphors and alluftons 
to the veil ; as were thole of the cailcm 
pojts before them, one of whom, fpeak- 
in<j in raptures of his mi lire ft, fays, " that

inftruclions, when the orders of the 25th! 
of May, at Carthagcna, and 2d of July, 
in the Bay of Algiers, were ftrongly re- 
commended. Thefe orders arc pointed 
and clear ; but offended the officers, in, 
general, by allotting feverc puniftimcnts 
for crimes and ncglc£te, that ought not to 
have been fuppofed. In them, the com- 
mander in chief intimates the detonation 
of the expedition, by telling the army, 
that the Moors constantly feign a moll 
violent attack ; but upon the final left rc- 
fiftancc, immediately fly precipitately, 
with an intent to draw their enemy into, 
an ambufcadc : he particularly cautions 
the troops to break not their order, as, 
nothing but united force could poflibty 
enfure fuccefs againft an enemy, (kilful 
in the art of a dclultory war : he warn* 
them againft the error they afterwards 
committed j and points out to them the 
very fnare in which they were afterwards' 
intrapped ; he orders, that each battalion 
have 200 pioneer's tools, and aoo land, 
bags; that each brigade, on landing, 
form a column of a company in front, 
fix deep j and theguards of half a com-* 
pany in front. The army, on landing, 
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which, when gained, were fuppofed to 
givg fufficient advantage, to enfure fuc- 
Ctfs aginft the city of Algiers. The 
difpofition of marcii was to oe in four 
columns, with the light infantry advanc- 
ed, and on the flanks ; each column to 
have four field pieces in front, to be in- 
«reafed-as the exigency required r two re- 
doubts were to be formed, at the place 
of difemharkation, and a communication 
to be kept up between the army, thofe 
fortification*, and the fleet. 

In the afternoon, fome fhips of war 
were ordered to fire againft three batteries 
to the eaftward of Algiers i but their ef- 
forts were fruitlefs, there was not a gim 
of any of the batteries difmounred ; for 
all the Spanifli men of war, except the 
$t. Jofepn, of 74 guns, which received 
fome damage from the enemy, were at fo 
great a diftance, that their foot did not 
reach Hfcfcorc.

of the firft difemharkation were fcarcely 
formed, when a fmall body of the enemy 
appeared in their front ; but upon feeing 
a movement of the Spaniards towards 
them, they flew in diforder : from this 
inftant may t?e dated the misfortunes of 
this inglorious day.

BE plea fed to acquaint my Lords Commif- 
fioncrs that the (ombined licet of France and 
Spain, conlilting of ihirtv-eight fail of the 
line, arrived in this bay on the 12th intrant; 
lia fail of the line were here before. 

At eight o'clock in the morning of the 
13th, the ten bartering (h'ps of the enemy* 
lying at the head of the bay, under the com- 
mand of Admiral Moreno, began to get under 
fail in order to come againlt the garnlon ; 
cveiy thing was in reidinefs for their recep- 
tion. At ten the Admiral's ihip was placed 
about one thoufand yards f;om the King's 
battion, and commenced his fire. The ethers 
were very Ihortly afterwards polled to the 
nnrthtaml fo^th of him - , at fmall diftances 
afond^r, and began their cannonade. They 
were all fixed to the Oations allotted them in 
a mafterly manner. Our batteries opened as 
the enemy tame before them: the fire was 
very heavy on both fides: the red-hot fhot 
vere fent with fu<-h piccilion from the garn- 
Jon, that in the afternoon the fmoke was lecn 
to ill\*e from the upper part of the Admiral, 
and one other, and men were pctceived to be 
uling fire engines and pouring water into the 
holes, endeavouring to cxtinguifh the fire. 
Their efforts proved ineffectual; by one o'- 
clock in the morning t lie two before-menti- 
oned were in ll imes, and fcvcral others actu- 
ally on fire, thoigh as yet not in fo great a 
degree. Confufion was now plainly obferved 
amcng them, and the numerous rockets 
thrown up from each of the lhips, was a 
dear demonfl ration of their great diftrefs : 
their Jignals were anfwered from the enemy's 
fleet, and they immediately began to take 
away the men, it being impomblc to remove 
the lhips. I thought this a fit opportunity to 
employ my gun boats, and I advanced with 
the whole, (twelve in number, each carrying 
a twenty- four or eighteen pounder) vul drew 



them up 1*0 as to flank the line of theenemy's 
battering ihipj, while they were annoyed ex- 
ticnv ly by an cxceliivc heavy and well direct"* 
ed fire tiom the ^arr Ion. The Hre from the 
gen boats w*.» k- p up %,»th great vigour and 
clfect. l ite boats of the enemv durA not ap- 
proach ; t -ey abmdoned their lhips and the 
"ten kit in them to our ntcicy, or to the 
flames. The day light now apj>eaied, and 
two r'elucas, which had not yet ci'caprd, en- 
dravourid to get away ; but a (h»t from a 
gun boat, killing rive men on boaidoncof 
them, they fuomitted. J he fcene at this 
time brfnc mc was dre. dfol to a high degree: 
numbers of men crying, irom am dtt the flames, 
fome upon pieces 01 wood in the water, others 
appearing 111 the (hips where the fire had as 
yet made but little piogiels, all cxprcfiing by 
Ketch and gefiurc the deepcll dtllrets, and 
all imploring aliiitancc, formed afpectaclcof 
horror not calily to be defcribed. Everv ex- 
ertion was made to relieve them ; and I have 
ineAprrtiible happinefc in inform ng my lordt, 
thit the number laved amounts to 13 olhcers 
and 344 men. One orhcer and 29 wounded, 
(lomc of them dreadfully) taken from among 
the llain in the holds, arc in our hofpital, 
and many of them in a nir way. The blow- 
ing up of the lhips around us, as the fire got 
to the magazines, and the firing of the can- 
non of others, as the metal became heated by 
the flames, rendered this a very perilous em- 
ployment ; but we felt it as much a duty to 
m ike every cflorl to relieve our enemies from 
fo (hoiking a lituat on, as an hour before we 
d:d to aflht in conquering them. The lofs of 
tlur enemy mult have been very ccnnderable. 
Great numbers were killed on board, and in 
boats. Several launches were funk., In one 
of them were fourfcore men, who were all 
drowned, except an officer and twelve of their, 
who were floated under our walls upon the 
wreck. It was impotTibl'* that greater exer- 
tions could have been made to prevent it, bat 
there is every rcalon t 0 believe that a great 
many wounded perifhrd in the llames. AH 
the battering (hi s wete fct on fire by our hot 
Ihot except one, which we aftcrwaids burnt. 
The Admiial left his flag flying, and it was 
confumed with the ihip. 

A large hole was beat in the bottom of my 
boat ; my Coa.xfwain was killed, and two of 
the crew were wounded by pi-ces of timber 
falling on her when one of the battering lhips 
blew up. The fame caufe funk one of my 
gun boats, and damaged another. 

Two of the enemy's bomh-krtches were 
brought forward, and continued to throw (hells 
into the garrifon during the attack of the bat- 
tering (hips. 

A confiderable detachment of feamen did 
duty as artillcnfls upon the batteries, and 
gave great fat is faction. 

The officers and men of the brigade of fet* 
men under my command, in whatever tui- 
tions they were placed, behaved in a manner 
highly becoming them.

When the enemy were 
reduced to fight us in a narrow channel, 
whrre experience and feamanlhip mull in the 
end have prevailed, and where the victory 
mnft have fallen to the lot of thofe who could 
bring the grcatell number of heavy fhips into 
the limited line of battle, (which could be 
formed in the fjace) and confequcntly moll 
favourable to Great Britain, who had eleven 
fail of three deck Ihirs, when the enemy had 
only fix Ihips of that clafs, and when the ex- 
cel'* of the enemy's (hips could avail therh 
nothing, even If they had been more nume- 
rous than they were. In fuch a fortunate 
hour, with the glory of Rodney, and the

fix were of three decks. The liritifli fleet 
under Lord H»we confjftcd of 34 fail of the 
line, elev n of which were of three decks. Five 
three deck ihips are, in very fair compotati- 
on, equal to eight two-deck fhips, and there- 
fore the comparative numbrs will (land, 
when the fleets met oft* Fungcrole, thirty- 
feven Britiih, and thirty eight French and 
Spanilh. Now let us confider, thai the fleet 
under Lord Howe was the beft equipped thru 
ever went to fea; that they were all good 
failing copper bottoms ; that the Spanilh (hips 
arc heavy failors and foul ; that both French 
*nd Spaniards bad been four months at fea, 
and confequentlv vrry moeh out of repair; 
that they had fnfferrd confiderably in the late 
tempeft; that they had been witnefs to the 
defeat of their battering Ihips, and the fhock- 
ing fpcctacLc on the 13th of Sept. and of the 
difafters which happened in the late gale to 
four other of their capital Ihips, befides the 
damages which the reft had fuftaincd ; in 
fcortj every thing which could difpirit the

human mind, and, therefore, taking all thefe 
circumftanccs together, it will not appear 
that the actual relative ftrtngth of the two 
fleets was in any degree unquul ; but when 
we take into the account, that the one fleet 
was manned by Biitilh fcamen, a»td the rn-ft 
experienced oliiccrs in her navy, and the chief 
part of the other by Spaniards, who are cer- 
tainly not atcuflomed to nav.»l operations, 
and that a combined force will never act with 
fuch zeal and uniformity as Ihips of the fame 
union, I am perluaded that no mm will 
think the force wai iu any view of it, fo dis- 
proportionate, as to vindicate a flight in the 
Biitifh Admiral, but we are made believe 
this flight was merely to get into clear pro- 
per fea room, to offer battle at a more fcalon- 
ablc time, or more handfonv ly next morn- 
ing. But though this is a new' doctrine, and 
very ft range re* foiling to allcdgr, becaufc I 
pretend to be inferior in force, and certainly 
inferior in numbers, and becaufe we are cer- 
tainly better fcamen, therefore we will leave 
a ft rait feene for action, and a complicated 
navigation, and feck the main ocean, that all 
the enemy's (hips may act with more facility;

*' It btgan In the S. E. Quarter, »r<d ended 
in the N. W. From about one o'clock till 
four was the feverity of the gale, with every 
fymptom of the hurricanes in the Welt In- 
dies, being attended with fmart lightning and 
150 thunder. At that time 1 felt for the poor 
beings who were in veffels fimilar to thole I 
have been fometimes in at fca, and thought 
niyfelf happy in being in a firm vefTcl. Wc 
k*d nothing to fear from the gale, except 
failing foul of fome vctTcl, on which account 
*€ weTe very anxious for day-l'ght. But 
when the wifhed for day -light came on, on 
«»ery fide appeared dcftrucVion ; vcffcls with- 
out mafts or yards, rum puncheons, various 
parts of wrecks, and dead bodies of both fexes 
WfCicd the fca; there was no fide on which 



you could turn your ever, but prefehted you 
with a wret k. 

u His MiijcOy's !h«p Centaur was the'firfc 
vein we knew ; ihe was entirely difmafted, 
and had loft her rudder. The Gloncux was 
the fecund ; fhc bad lofi her b<.wl';»ril, forc- 
m<itt and main to;>-maft. Scvcial merchant 
vi ftrls were in « g,u*l bad condition ; but what 
IpII eiicrcafcd the dilagiecablc fpedacle was, 
that it was not in our power to give them any 
atftitance. 

** About c ; ght o'clock in the morning we 
faw a man floating on l'omc wreck. We w*re 
then under a reefed main Hay tail, hut the 
ga!c abating, very fortunately f \r the poor 
tcllo'.v, we found ourfclvts to wmdwaid of 
htm, and the velfel anfwrring the helm, and 
wciiing cc^ual to our wilhe>, we ran along- 
litle of the wreck, and threw him a rope» 
which he got hold of, and very eafily got am 
board. He is the fecond m«te of the Miner- 
va, Capt. Robert Holmes, of Glafgow; they 
had cut away her mizen maft about ten mi- 
uutcs before Ihe foondered ; which rruft we 
took him off, after being in that dreadful fi- 
tuatiou for lit hours. The Minerva had 20 
people <ui board, with paifenger?, all of whom 
peiilhed e*ci pt the above perfon, whole nana 
ii John Scott. 

" Wc kept near the Centaur till about t% 
o'clock, at which time the Ville de Pah* 
fpoke to her 1 the latter had received no da? 
mage. The gale ft ill increasing, aod looking 
very difmal, wc were afraid of railing foul of 
tTh!,'>5 mafls, or other wreck, and feeing no 
hopes of any further afGftance from the mea 
of we bore away before dark under a 
reefed forefail, in order to fteer clear of the 
wrecks before night, though we did not lota 
fight of them for 24 hours. 

" Wc fuftained no damage, except fplitting 
our room mamfail, which wc were laying to 
with c!ofc reefed ; the remainder of the night 
we had every fail furled, and then our leading 
blocks were in the water. After we left the 
fleer, we fell in with the Abbey, Captain 
Court, and the Agnes. Capt. Bailiff, both for 
Lamafler, who had got fome of the Ramillies 
crew on board. 

" The Catoo and the Heclor parted with 
the fleet before the gale, and the Janus never 
joined us. The Caton went to America." 

Tbt following 11 an auibsntic sU count of ib« kf 
of the Mtntrva, Capt. Uolmciy one of tbttt'tji 
India Jhtpi bound for Clyde, as given by A/r. 
Jobn Scott, tbt Second Matt, be being tbt 
only perpn on board that was faved. 

" On the 16th of September laft (lat. 41. 
long. 48. or 49.) it began to blow hard io th« 
morning, and encreafed gradually till the c- 
venmg, when it blew a perfect ftorm ; then 
the Minerva was brought under a fore fail 
and mizen flay fail, and continued under thia 
fail till towards midnight, when the mizen 
flay fail fplit m two, » n ri fhc proceeded under 
a lore fail, the fca it the fame time making » 
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fair paflfige over the Ihip. At on?, A. M. 
the wind checked about fuddenly, and carried 
away the fore fail, at which time all hands 
were called Bp : About a quarter of an hour 
aftcrwaids, the Ihip lying very low, the 
quarter-boards went down with a craft), as if 
•he Ihip was going afunder. In a Ihort Ipace 
after, the mi/en maft was cot away, to ny if 
the /hip would keep before the fea, which fhe 
did nor, though the hrlm wa% hard kept up 
to the larboard. In five or fix minutes after, 
Mr. Scott (who was then at the helm) was 
told the ihip was going down ; and that the 
pumps were fo ch< aked, that no water could 
be got out, though all hands were at them. 
Iu about four or five minutrs anrr, the mailer 
went over the rail to make himte'f fal) to the 
wreck as long as he tould, faying, they were 
•II gone. Soon afrer a lea broke on board the 
Ihip, and walhed Mr. Scott fr m the helm ; 
who, when in a hollow of thr i\a, obfrmng 
a little of the Ihip'* quarter, he fwam on 
board, and got hold of rhetilhr rope. The 
deck bejng then full of water, he, with the 
aluftsnee of the rope, got to the weather fide 
•fthe fh'p, in the lee of the m zt n chains, at 
which time he faw not a foul on bawd. In 
toil fituation the fea broke over him feveral 
times. He felt the ihip goinjr, down, and was 
carried under water by the fucktinn it ©cra- 
yoned. After lofinr; the fhip he began to 
fwim, and io the action of fwimmiog ftiuck 
the crofs jack yard with one of his hands, and 
laid fait hold o» ir ; thrn looking round him, 
hi Taw nothing of the Ihip but about a fathom 
of her Itarboard main yard arm. He hung by 
the crofs jack yard about two hours, until 
day-light the 17th, when finding the mizen 
mart hanging by the yard, he Jafhed the yard 
to it with the running rigging of the miten 
top fail, and hung by ir ; in this dreadful fi- 
cuation he remained five hours longer, when 
he was providentially taken up by the Brtf'-y 
of Whitehaven, Capr. Srore.-. All the time 
he was upon the wreck he faw nothing that 
belonged to the Ihip, except a corpfe floating, 
which he Jcnew to be the bndy of Donald 
.M'Lean, an apprentice to the Minerva. Be- 
fides the malier and crew, feveral gentlemen, 
who were pafiengers, are unfortunately loft." 

RrtraFi of a letter fro*n an OJT.ctr lutt on board 
the Refiir of 74£*«J, St. John's, Newfound- 
land, Offo&r 13, to bit frirnd in town. 

u I havejuft recovered ftrengtb to give you 
a fketch of my late raiicries, which you mult 
rxcufe bHng fhorr. My late line from Port 
Royal, Jamaica, I hone you received. After 
my being appointed Firrt Lieutenant of his 
Majefty's (hip Le Hector, we failed the aad 
of July fmm Port Royal, Jamaica, under the 
eommand of Rear Admiral Graves, in the 
Raovllies, with 80 fail of merchant fhips, 
the Ville de Paris, Caton, Glorieux, Centaur, 
Canada : on the 15th of Augoft, was fcparat* 
ed from the fleet in the night : we, being be- 
calmed, the 5 th of September, fell in with 



two Ftvnch frigates in the night, who engag- 
ed us very clolriv three hours and a half, in 
which time we hid 46 men killed and woun- 
ded, Ctpt. Bourchier among the latt*r; our 
fail>, malia, rigging, and yards, cut to mat- 
ters; but at day. break they thought proper to 
Ihcer oft* and lrare us. We r rncrvdsd on our 
courfe home until the 15th, wlun meei.ng 
with a fetere gale o(j wind, ch erly from the 
eallward ; the Ihip made m«Ji wm-; — very 
bad French pumps.. Full complement of men 
onboard, when failed, 365; out of which 43 
were invalids and 60 French prifonc:*; by 
the aad buried 50 men, two lieutenants, gun- 
ner and carpenter, with the lofs of our main 
and mi sen m-iis. Saip driving to the well- 
ward, two fails overboard, to fathom but of 
little fcrvice now ; at ihort allowance of wa- 
ter, one quart 14 hours. Four pumps going 
conflantly night and day, the hatches all 
nailed down, every foul upon deck at the 
pumps, and conllant bad weather: thofc un- 
p leafing circumftances occafioned a very 
gloomy afpeet and horrid countenance in c- 
very human face, (myfelf quite exhaufted) as 
every other omcer was, under the neceffity of 
carrying fide arms and piitols to keep the 
pumps going. Alas! 00 the aoth, in a fe- 
vere (quail, crofs quarter fea, ihip coiling to 
windward, with her upper deck ports in the 
water : we hove all our guns overboard, being 
ufelefs, as our powder was afloat in the maga- 
zine, and to eafe (hip liktwtfc ; but, before 
this was com pleated, to add to our difmal dif- 
trefs, the rudder bioke fhort off near the wa- 
ter's edge, and the fore malt went over the 
fide; fo that obliged to break off* spme hands 
to clear this wreck, the pumps gained very 
fart upon us, to nine feet water, and fome- 
ttmcs ten,fo that the hold was a fe.i entire, our 
water alfo fait, and every thing now feemed 
to threaten deft ruction 1 the people deferred* 
even the centinels got down to the flore rooms 
and drank rum and wine until they were 
found dead. 

'* We got foundings in 65 fathoms water 
the 30th, on the grand Bank of Newfound- 
land, after drifting, I fuppole, 100 leagues* 
when, as Providence directed, and being the 
laft four days without a fpoonfulof water, the 
people falling dead at the pumps, pump gear 
now near all expended, I fuppofed a few days 
might fettle our wretched condition in another 
(late; but on the 3d of October, at three P. 
M. Divine Providence ordered a ftraoge lail 
in view, which put frefh vigour in the poor 
emaciated fellows fpirits j it was a fnow from 
London, bound to St. John's, who told us be 
would in the rooming give us relief, which 
he did. We left the Hector the 5th in tht 
morning, leaving feveral dead upon deck, 15 
feet water in her, fct her on fire, ao« rn" !c 
fail for this port, where we arrived the 7 tn » 
to our great comfort. I was took on (hore, 
and carried to bed, being bad with a flux, and 
in Ihort, near death. Thii my firft **J°\

In the beginning of the engagements the 
intrepid C*,»t. Bourchier, who commanded the 
Hector, was very badly wounded in both arms 
and in the back, by a ball and fplmters. In 
confequencr of this misfortune, Capr. Drury 
of the navy, who was a paifengrr, took the 
command. Capt. Bourchier is expected to 
recover. The Hector was in fuch an infirm 
fiate, and fo unmanagable, that the Fivnch 
friga'cs raked fcer fore and aft for a coniider- 
able time, arid killed and wounded many of 
the men. It was with the utmoft ditficulty t,he 
ofici rs prevented the fbip fr.»ra falling into 
the hands of the enemy, as many nf the crew 
refufed to ftand to their gons. Capt. Drury, 
who is now in Mwn, confirms the melancho- 
ly fufferinss of thole orHxmd. Thcfumving 
officers are Capt. Drury of the navv, a paflTcn- 
ger; Capt. Bourne of the Murine's; 4 Lieu- 
tenants of the fhip, and a Lieutenant of a 
marching regiment ; the mailer, forgenn, 
purfer, and three or four midfhipmen. Cant. 
Bourne went out with Sir James Wallace. 
He is a young gentleman of remarkable cou- 
rse* *°4 when he went out, was but juft re- 
covered of a wound from a four ounce ball, 
which had entered under the collar bone, 
pa(Ted through the blade bone, and was ex- 
tracted from behind. He received this wouud 
on the eoatt of America. 



The fate of the wounded men on board the 
Hector, of 74 guns, which foundered oft' the 
Banks of Newfoundland, is truly pitiable ! 
and what they muft have fuffered when left 
by the remainder of the crew (who were taken 
op by a Ihin arrived in Ireland) may be more 
eafily conceived than defcribed. The Hector 
parted from the Jamaica Hcet a week before 
the florm came on, in order to proceed for Ha- 
lifax ; foon after Ihe fell in with two large 
French frigates, who, feeing her mattered 
flate, engaged her for fooic hours, in which a 
confiderable number of the Hector's men were 
killed and wounded. The next day it began 
to blow hard, when, tho leaks greatly in- 
yealing upon the crew, a (hip appeared, which 
wved about 200 of the men. The reft were 
unavoidably left to go down with the veflej, 
*hich perhaps might not bo for fome hours 
after.

Religion — lan- 
guage — intacfl — afic£Uons, may, and I 
hope will yet prove a bond of permanent 
union between the two countries : to this 
end, neither attention nor difpontion (hall 
b£ wanting on my part. 

While I have carefully abftaincd from 
all onenfive operations againft America, 
I have directed my whole force by lajid 
and fea againft the other powers at war, 
with as much vigour, as the fituation of 
that force, at the commencement of the 
campaign, would permit. I truft that you 
feel the advantages rcfulticg from the 
fafety of tlic great branches of our trade.

A correspondent having cxpreflcdhis wifhes 
to be informed of the place of nativity of B»i- 
f.djer Curtii, another correfpondent in torn- 
f uancc to the requclt, allures us, th.\t the 
Brigadier was born at or near Downton, (fix 
miles from balilbury) in Wilts, whcie his 
Uther, who is a capital farmer, now rc- 
Hdcs. He went to America the beginning vf 
the war as a Lieutenant, but on account of 
his fignal good ferv ices was made Poll Cap- 
tain of Lord Howe's own lliip, in room of 
Capt. Duncan, and on his return to England 
he had the command of the Eagley of 64 
guos, given him, and was foon after ordrrni 
with Sir Edward Hughes's Squadron on a voy- 
age to the Earl Indies ; but Capt. Curtis, oh 
account of his then ill ft ate of health, was o* 
bligcd to refign his command, when after the 
expiration of two or three years, he, a little 
more than a twelvemonth ago, was made 
Captain of his Majefly's (loop the Brilliant, 
fince which he has made hitnfeif too conlpi- 
cuous in his country's Cervices, to need any 
farther account of him. 

A correfpondent, who dares his letter from 
Fareham, and figns hinifelf a Sailor, having 
expreffed his withes that the world might be 
acquainted with the family and country of 
Brigadier Curtis, as be would do honour to 
any anceftry, informs us that he has long -had 
the honour to be well acquainted with Capt. 
Curtis, and. can with perfect truth allure us, 
that he was born in Wilt lb ire, nearSalifbury, 
and is about 40 years of age ; his father is a 
gentleman of good property, and held in great 
eft 1 mat ion among all rants of people in that 
country. The Captain hath had a liberal •- 
docation, it perfectly: grounded in all kinds 
of nautical knowledge, and in the engineer- 
ing branch ; he is poflenrd of an extenfivc 
knowledge of men and books, and his add re Is 
and manners are truly elegant. He received 
bis firft inUro&ion as a feaman, under the 
great, gallant, and amiable Admiral Barring- 
ton. Admiral Sbuklham, upon his going to 
America in 1775, as Commander in Chief, 
appointed Mr. Curtis one of his Lieutenants, 
and when Lord Howe fuprrfeded Admiral 
Shuldham, his Lord&ip, foon after taking 
upon bimfclf the chief command, having oc- 
casion to make an arrangement in the fleet, 
which required his Captain, Henry Duncan, 



to refign the command of the Eagle, Lord 
Howe thought pro; er to appoint Capt. Curtis, 
then a Matter and Commander, to be his 
Captain in the Eagle, which circumftance was 
rather alarming to fotneof.

Burrdmpaoter Rivers. 

The CofTimbn?ar river is aJmoft dry from 
October to .May ; and the Jcllinghy river 
(although a itream runs in it the whole 
year) is in fotnc vcars u.v.iavigablc during 
two or three of the divert months ; (o 
that the only (Ubot Jinate branch of the 
Ganws, that is at all times navigable, i> 
the Chundnah river, which feparates ar 
Moddapour, and terminates in the Hoor- 
ingotta. 

The pirt of the Delta 1>ordenng on the 
fen, is compofed of a labyrinth of rivers 
and creeks, all of which arc fait, except 
thofc that immediately communicate with 
the principal arm of the Ganges. This 
traft, known bv the name or the w r oods, 
or fundcrbunds. is in extent equal tothc 
principality «f Wales ; and is fo com- 
pletely enveloped in woods, and infefted 
with tygcrs, that if any attempts have 
ever bcVn made to clear it (as is reported) 
they have hitherto mifcarried. Ir> nu- 
merous canals are fo difpnfed as to form a 
complcat inland navigation throughout 
and acrofs the lower pait of the Delta, 
without cither the delay of 2 r, mg round 
the head of it, or the hazard of putting to 
fea. Merc fa!t, in quantities equal to the 
whole coufumpiion of ftcngal and its de- 
pendencies, is made and tranfrwwTed wiih 
e-iual facility : and here allb is found an 
inexhauflibie ftorc of timber for boar- 
|>nil Jiiikf. The breadth of the lower part 
of this Delta is upwards of 160 miles; to 
which, if we add that of the two branches 
of the river that bound it, wc fhall have 
aKmt 200 miles for the dilhtnee to which 
the Ganges expands its branches at its 
junrtion with the fea. 

I: has been o! "fbrved before, that the 
courfe of this river, from Murdwar to 
the fea, is through an uniform plain, or, 
at !c;r<t, what apears fucii to the eye ; for, 
the declivity is much too final! to be per- 
ceptible. A feciion of the ground, par- 
rel lei to one of its branches, in length 60 
miles, wax taken by order of Mr. Haf- 
tings ; and it was found to have about 
nine inches defcent in each mile, reckon- 
ing in a flraii'ht line, and allowance bc- 
jn? made f>r the curvature of the earth.

The medium rare of motion of the 
Oanges is lefs than three miles an hour in 
the dry moaths. In the wet fcafon, and 
during the draining off of the waters from 
the inundated lands, the current runs 
from five to fix miles an hour ; but there 
arc indanccs of its running feven, and 
even eight miles, in particurar firuations, 
and under certain circumdanccs. 1 have 
an experiment of my own on record, in 
which my boat was' carried 56 milos in 
eight hours ; and that agnind lb drong a 
wind, that the boat had evidently no pro- 
grcflivc motion through the water. 

When we confidcr, that the velocity of 
the ftrcam is three miles in one fealbn, 
and rive or more in the other, on the 
Tame defcent of four inches per mile; and, 
that the motion of the inundation i> only 
half a mile per hour, on a much greater 
defcent; no further proof is required 
how fmall the the proportion of velocity 
is, that the defcent communicates. It 1$ 
then, to the impetus originating at the 
fpring head, or at the place where adven- 
titious waters arc poured in, and fucccf- 
fively communicated to every part of the 
dream, that we are principally to attri- 
bute the velocity* which is greater or lcf- 
fcr, according to the quantity of water 
poured in. 

In common, there is found on one fide 
of the river an almod perpendicular 
bank, more or lefs elevated above the 
ilream, according to the fcafon, and with 
deep water near it : and on the oppofite 
fide a bank, (helving away fo gradually 
as to occafion (hallow water at (ome dif- 
tance from the margin. This is more 
particularly the cafe in the mod winding 
parts of the river, becaufc the very ope- 
ration of winding produces the deep and

bottom. Whether this be the fr agments 
of the river bank; a large tree fwept 
down from it ; or a funken boat ; it is 
fufficient for a foundation : and a heap of 
land is quickly collected below it. This 
accumulates amazingly faft : in the courfc 
of a few years it peeps above water, and 
having now ufurped a confiderablc por- 
tion of the channel, the river borrows on 
each fide to fupply the deficiency in its 
bed ; and in lucn parts of the river we 
always find ftcep banks on both fides*. 
Each periodial flood brings an addition of 
matter to this growing ifland ; increas- 
ing it in height as well as cxtcnfion, un- 
til its top is perfectly on a level with the 
banks that include it : and at that period 
of its growth it has mould enough on it 
for the purpofe of cultivation, which is 
owing to the mud left on it when the 
waters fubfidc, and is indeed a part of 
the occonomy which nature obferves in 
fertilizing the lands in general. 

Whilft the river is forming new iflands 
in one pan, it is fweeping away old ones 
in other parts. In the progrefs of this 
defrruttivc operation, we have opportu- 
nities of obferving, by means of the fec- 
tious of the falling bank, the regular 
diftiibution of the fcvcral ftrata of land 
and earths, lying above one another in the 
order in which they decreafe in gravity. 
As they can only owe this difpofition to 
the agency of the ftream that depofited

them, it would appear, that thefe fub- 
franccs are fuipended at different heigh** 
in the ftream, according to their reflec- 
tive gravities. We never find a ftratum 
of earth under one of fand ; for the 
muddy particles float ncareft the furfaccf. 
I have counted feven diftinct ftrata in a 
fcelion of one of thefe i Hands. Indeed, 
not only the iflands, but moft of the 
river banks wear the fame appearance i 
for as the river h always changing its 
prefent bed, and verging towards the fitc 
of fome former one now obliterated, this 
tnuft ncccflarily be the cafe. 

As a ftrong prcfumptivc proof of the 
wandering of the Ganges from the one 
fide of the Delta to the other, I muft ob- 
ferve, that there is no appearance of v/'r- 
gin earth between the Tiperah Hills on 
the caft, and the province of Burdwan 
on the weft ; nor on the north till we ar- 
rive at Dacca and Baulcah. In all the 
fc£tions of the numerous creeks and rivers 
in the Delta, nothing appears but fand and 
black mould in regular ftrata, till we ar- 
rive at the clay that forms the lower part 
of their beds. There is not any fub- 
ftance fo couifc as gravel either in the 
Delta or nearer the fea than 400 miles?, 
where a rocky point, a putt of the bale 
of the neighbouring hifls, projects into 
the river : but out of the vicinity of the 
great rivets the foil i> cither red, yellow, 
or of a deep brown.

T/:e lair condemnation of the Ship the 
Liber Narjiagator, and her cargy, in 
ike High Court of Admiralty, is likely 
to make much naif e in France t this Ship 
failed from Br eft upon a projtfl formed 
by a Count De Kfrgueleu, an officer 

' nnreh difiinguifhed in the French navy, 
and who had been upon former voyages 
tor difcoverics in the South Seas, and 
eifewhere in imitation of Capt. Cooke. 
In this projecJ a Marquis de Louiois, 
a young military officer of rank and 
family, had taken a confiderablc part. 
77>e Judge, Sir James Marriott, gave his 
decree nearly in the following manner :

u 'T^HIS is a cafe of great confe-

General GEORGE AUGUSTUS ELlOTT.(i) 



THIS great officer, the glory of his 
country^ and the admiration of Eu- 
rope, ftrit entered rhe anny in 1735, at 
the age of feventecn. In that vear while 
me 23d or Roval Welch Fuulecrs was 
quartered at Edinburgh, his father Sir 
Gilbert Eliott, of Stobbs,(2) introduced 
him one morning to Lieut. Colonel Peers, 
then commanding officer of that rcgimuit, 
and he lerved fomctime in it a* a cadet in 
the grenadier company. An officer of the 
fame regiment, who was at Col. Perrs's 
quarters when Sir Gilbert introduced his 
Ton, has afecrtained this circumlUncc. 
He.wa* Sir Gilbert's ninth fon, and con- 
siderably younger than the others, for his 
next elded brother, the eighth fon, was 
married in 1737. jutt two years after. Sir 
Gilbert himfclf was a lingular fort of man, 
we have been favoured with fomc anec- 
dotes of him, which, though they may 
be arnufing to old acquaintances, arc not 
to tmr prefent purpofe.

Day-light appeared foon af- 
ter, when we found ourlelveson a fandy bank 
a little to tl c fouthward of Porto-Novo ; and 
as there was a river running between us and

• rived at Porto-Novo, whcie we were received 
with much hofjvtality. 

From our full landing to our arrival at 
Porto-Novo, wc loft four of our companions ; 
two at the place where we were driven on 
ihore, and two in eroding the river. After 
wc had fufticirntly rcfrHhed oorfrlves at 
Porto-Novo, the chief there was fo obliging as 
to accommodate me with an horfc and guide 
to carry me to Fort St. David, where I arriv- 
ed about noon the dav following, and imme- 
diately waited upon the admiral, who received 
mc very kindly indeed ; but fo eiceflive was 
the concern of that great and good man for 



the lofs of fo many poor fouls, that he could 
not rim! utterance f.»r thole queftions he ap- 
peared demous of asking mc concerning the 
particulars of our di fatter.

The above letter requires no commenda- 
tions; it will make its own imprcluon. Mr. 
Alms's com million as luutcuaut, was daccd 
May 14, 1749. 

In the peace Lieutenant Alms went into 
t t. Eaft- India fervice, and commanded the 
Hardwicke, a large country (hip belonging 
to that Company, which, after the commence- 
ment of the late war he rcfigned, and came 
home to fervc in the navy. He took paflage 
at Bombay, with Mr. Ives for Gombroon in 
Perlia, from thence he went up the Gulf of 
Perlia to Baffora, and crolfed the great defect 
of Arabia to Aleppo and Latichca, a jour* 
ney of 1289 miles. Embarked at Latichea 
for the gulf of Venice and crotTed Europe. 
On the ictb of July 1761, he was made 
matter and commander. In 1762 he was un- 
der that experienced and gallant commander 
and o!d Eaft Indian, Admiral Pocock, on the 
Havannah expedition, and was captain of the 
Alarm of 32 guns. On the 2d of June, af- 
ter a fmart action of three quarters of an 
hour, he took the Thetis and Phoenix of 22 
and 18 guns off Cayo Sal Bank. 

It is iomewhat extraordinary that though 
he commanded a poft ihip, in 1762, and dtf- 
tinguiihing himfelf in her, as he always did 
in every Ihip every opportunity, yet he was 
not appointed a poft captain until June 1765. 
In 1770 he had the Montreal of 28, and com- 
manded her for three years. When the ex- 
pedition under Commodore Johnftone was 
fitting out, he had the command of the Mon- 
mouth. He failed tor the En ft -Indies, his old] 
ftation, in 1780, and dift inguifhed himfelf in 
the action at Port Praya. The other accounts 
we have given in this prcfent number of the 
other two actions with Suffren, precludes us 
from enlarging upon them here. But we can- 
not clofe without regretting the lofs that this 
brave and worthy officer met with in the death 
of his eldeft fon, who was among the number 
blown up in the admirals Ihip.

•Ramfdm's bell refracting tclcf opes, Sir Wil- 
liam law the lava cle*r the rim of the crater, 
and impetuoufly rvlh down the mountain on 
the fide oppofue to Somma. Soon after ano- 
ther lava burft with great violence fiMtn the 
<ame tide, about the middle of the c jiu- of the 
mountain, and ran Tojr mi its bcfjrc it flop- 
ped. Aihc> of a rcddilh hue fell to thick at 
Somma and Qitaiano, that objects could not 
be diitinguilhcd at ten feet diliauce. Otui- 
ano is three miles from Vefuvius ; it is fitu- 
ated at the loot of mount Somma, which lies 
.between it and Vefuvius. Long rtUm-nts of 
vitrified matter like.fpun gUi's fell with the 
afhes ; the fmoke was fo violent that fcveul 
birds in cages were fufFocatcd ; and the trvts 
were covered with white corrofivc falls. A 
poor labourer was alfo furTocatcd on mount 
Somma. At twelve at night on the 7th, a 
file of fire lh<>t up to an incredible height, 
aod csft (o bright a light th.it the fmalielt 
objefls could be d'tfiinguilhed at any place 
within fix miles of the volcano. T»»e black 
Itormy cloud* at times palling fwiftly over, 
and at times covering the whole or part of the 
bright column V l* fire, at other times clearing 
away and giving a full view of it, formed 
luch a lien? as m power of art can exprels. 
Scoriae and ttoncs fell at Ouaiano, and the 
inhabitants of the neighbouring towns were 
preparing to abandon thrir dwellings. On 
Sunday the 8th at nine in the evening,* loud 
report Ibook the houfes at Portia', the inha- 
bitants rulhed into the Greets, many windows 
were broken, and walls cracked. In an in- 
fant a liquid transparent fire began to rile,

Whilft 
Sir William was en^vinr: the fi"ht of this 
gigantic column of tire, the people of Ouaia- 
no and Caccia-bella, this laft four mile* 
from Vefuvius, were enveloped in a dark 
and footy cloud, and p.-hed with hot ftones 
and fcoriae. of Lava.

On the 8th of February I anchored ia 
Madras Road, and the fame day received ad- 
vicc'ftom Lord Macartney, the guvrrnor of 
that pbee, that a French fqt'adion, confin- 
ing of thirty fair of rhip* and veffeh, was ar 
anchor about twenty leagues to the northward 
of that port. In the arternoon of the v ,r> . 
Captain Alms, ir» his MajeAVs fhlp Mon- 
mouth, with rhe Hero, Ifis, and the armed 
tranfpori Manilla, Joined me in tlic Road. I 
continued to ufe all roflible dilie/nce in get- 
ting the neceflarv ftores and provifions o-.i 
board the feveraf tbips until the r ct U of Fe- 
bruary, when the enemy's fquidron, cor- 
flfting of fs fail of line of battle fhirs, 6 
fngaren, 8 tranfports, and 6 captured vcfTels, 
csme in fight to the northward, ftanding for 
Madras Road*, and about »uon, the fame dav, 
anchored about four miles without the road. 
In the mean time I placed hrs Mafefty'a fhips 
in the raoft advantageous manner to defend 
themfelves, and the oth^r fhips in the road 
with fprings on their cablej, that they might 
hr'mg their broadfides te* bear more eftc/tually 
on the enemy, thould they attempt an at- 

At foor in the afternoon the rnemy weigrr- 
ed 1 and riood to the fouthward, when I im- 
mediately made the fjgnal to weigh, and 
flood after them, having received on board a 
detachment of 300 officers and men of his 
Majefiy's 98th regrmentv vrhn were diflii- 
buted to the tfiips of the fqu.idron that were 
the worft manned. I ft«jd with the fqua- 
dron, at f er margin*, to the fouihward all 
that night und«-r an eary fail, and in rhe 
morning at day light foond the enem v's fhip 
had feparated in the night ; their iz line of 
battle fhij«s and a frigate hearing eaft of rrr, 
diftant about four league*, and to fa*l of their 
frigates and tranfports bearng 5. W. diftart 
about three league?, and fleering a direft 
coorfe for Pondichei ry ; on which I inflant- 
ry made the Cgnal for a general chace to the: 
SL W. in order, if poffible, to come up with 
a*d take their tranfports, wrll knowing the 
enemy's line of battle fhip would follow to

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protect them, all in their power, In the 
comic of the chatr, our topper bottomed 
Ihips c:.m • up with rnd captured fix fail »f 
fhips ami vcuVls, rive of which weir Roglilh, 
taten by the enemy when to the northward 
of Madras, out of which I ordered the 
French me \ to 6r taken, and thtf vrlfels to 
proceed with their own crews to Nrgapatam; 
the lixth was the Launuon, a tranl" ort, hav- 
ing, on b-jard many Frmch oiii-tn, 300 
men of the regiment of Laufannc, and laden 
with gum, rt.ot, jKf.vder, and other military 
l^orrs: this (hip, lb valuable to us, and of 
fo much con feq tunc*- to the enemy, was taken 
bv Ca.uin LumLy, of hii Ma^cily's Ihip 
Iris. 

So foon as the enemy's fquadron difcovcrcd 
iny intcutioi. t<> chice their tranfports. they 
put Urfore t 'c wind, and made all the fail 
thry coold after me ; and, l»w three o'clock 
in the aft r moon, four of thrir beft failing 
fine of battle fhips were got within two rir 
three milrs of our ilernmoft (hips, and the 
ihips in chace were very -much fpread by the 
enemy's thips they werechacing (leering dif- 
ferent courfes, f'>me to the S. E. others t« the 
S. and feveral to the S. W. I therefore 
judged it necelTary to make the fignal for the 
chacin^ Ihirs to join me, which they aM did 
about leven o'clock in the evening, and I 
continued Handing to theS. E. under an eafy 
fail, all tint night, the enemy's fquadron in 
light, and miking many fignals. 

At day light in the morning of rh.* 17th, 
rhe body of the enemy's fquadron bore N. by 
E. of ours, diftmt about three 1,-agucs, the 
weather rery hazy, with light winds and 
frequent fqualls, of ihort duration from the 
N. N- E. the enemy croudiog all ibe fail *hey 
could towards our (quadron. 

At fit in the morning I made the fignal 
for nur fquadron to form the line of battle a 
head; at :c minutes pall eight, Our line a 
head being formed with great dw'Ecutty, fnm 
The want of wind and frequent intervals of 
calms, 1 mad.- the (ignal for thr leading (hip 
to ma\e the fame f/tl as the Admiral, and 
made fait formed in the line a-hcad, intend- 
ing to weather the enemy, that I might en- 
gage them clofely. At ten the enemy's 
fquadron having the advantage of the fqualls 
from the N. N. E. (which always reached 
them firft, and in confcquencc continued 
longeft with thi m) nearcd us very faft, and I 
made the fignal for our line to alter the 
courfc two points to forward, the enemy then 
fleering down on the rear of our line, in an 
irregular double line a-breaft. At half part 
noon, I made the fignal for oar fqoadron to 
form the line of battle a-breaft, in order to 
draw the rear of our line clofer to the center, 
and prevent the enemy from breaking in on 
it, and attacking it when feparated. At 
three in the afternoon, the enemy ftill push- 
ing od to our rear in a double line a-breaft, I 
* again altered my courfc in the line, in order 
t* draw our (hips ftill clofer to the center} 



and, at 40 minutes after three, finding it im- 
potfible to avoid the enemy's attack, under all 
the disadvantages of little or no wind to work 
our ihips, and of being to leeward ot them, 
I made the figual for our fquadron to form 
at once into the line of battle a-hcad. At 
four the Exeter (which was the ftcrnrauJb 
fhip it\ our rear when fWmcd in linoof battle 
a- head on the larboard tack) not be<ng,quir,e 
clufcd to her fecond a-hcad, three of ifyc 
ciumv'i ihips in their fiift line bore ugb: 
tl<»wn upon her, wbilft four more of their fc- 
tond line, headed by the Hero, "in which fhi^a 
Monf. Svitrein had his fljg, hauled along tlys 
out iide of the firft line towards our center. 
At five minutes f aft four, the enemy V throe 
Ihips began their fire on the. Exeter, which 
was returned by her, and her fecond a head. 
At ten minutes pall four 1 made the fignal 
for battle, and at 12 minutes pa it, the allien 
became general fVom our rear to our centry, 
the cemmaudiug (hip of the enemy, with 
three others of their fecond line, leading 
down on our centre, yet never ai any time ad- 
vancing farther than oppofite to the Super be, 
our center fhip, with little or no wind, and 
foine heavy rain during the engagement. 

Under chefe circutnllances the enemy 
brought eight of their heft (hips{.o<k<; attack 
«l five of ours, at the van of our line, con- 
fifting of the Monmouth, Eagle, Bur fori, 
■aad Worcefter, could not be brought into 
'action, without tacking on the enemy; and 
although the fignal for that purpofe was at 
the malt head ready for hoiftmgi there was 
neither wind fuiheient to enable them to tack, 
n»r for the five Ihips of our center and rear, 
then engaged with the enemy, hard preucd, 
and much difablcd in their math, fails, and 
ngg'itg, to follow them, without an aimoft 
crrtainty of feparatmg our van from our 
rear. 

At fix in the afternoon a fqnsll of wind 
from the S. E. took our Ihips, and paid them 
round head on to the enemy to the North 
Ealhvard, when the engagement was renew- 
ed by our five fhips, with great fpirit and 
alacrity, from our ftarboard guns ; and at ac, 
-minutes part fix, juftY before dark, the ene- 
my's thips engaged with ours, having vKtblV 
fuiFcred fevercly, the whole of them hauled 
their wind, and flood to the N. E. 

At this time the Superbe had loft her main- 
ysrd, (hot into two pieces in the llings, had 
five fret water in her hold, and continued for 
fomc time to gain on all her pumps, until fe- 
veral of the largcft (hot-holes under water 
were plugged up, and neither brace nor bow- 
line left entire ; and the Exeter, reduced ai- 
moft to the (tate of a wreck, had made a fig- 
nal of diftrefs. The other three (hips in oar 
rear, the Monarca, Ifis, and Hero, had fuf- 
fercd lefs, as the e*emy'* fire appeared plain- 
ly to be direcled, principally a gain ft the Sn- 
pcrbe and Exeter. 

It ia with particular pleafure I have to ac- 
quaint their lbrdffiipi, that the officers ana

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men of the five (hips, engaged againft fo fu. 
perior a force of*thr enrmv, behaved through 
the whole aAiotv with the' greateft rleadinefs 
and bravery. 

After the nclion I flood to the fouthward 
under lit:lc tail all night ; and in the morn, 
ing, at day lighr, found the Superbe's main* 
mtft, foreanair, »nd bowfprit fo much wound* 
*d, aa to render it e*ccrdmgly dangerous to 
carry fail on them ; thr Exeter's malls were 
ahotnuch damaged, and the (hot -holes, in 
til the (hips that had been engaged, fo far 
under water, as to render it itnpofnble ro (top 
them, but by giving the thin* dt«p heels in 
fmoctn water; all which, and the wind con- 
tinuing co blow from the northward, deter- 
mined me to proceed to Triocams'e, a* the 
only proper place to refit the difabled (h'f*, 
and I accordingly arrived there on rhe j^th ; 
and having done, with the utmnft expedition, 
what repair? were ahfolutely neceflary to put 
ihedifablrd (h»!>s inro a condition for fervicc, 
I failed from that place wirh the fcuadrcn en 
the 4th of laft month. On the 12th I ar- 
rived at Madras w ; th the fcjujdron, having 
• feen nothing of the cr.rir.v's f^vadton on mv 
paflage from Trincamale to that place. Toe 
accompanying enct-fure contains an e*ael lift 
of their fquadron, and the numjer of troops 
embarked on it at the Mauritius. This fuua- 
dron was commanded by M. DOrve when it 
left the iflands ; but he dying a f«w days 
aiter ns arrival on this coafr, the command 
: devolved on Monfiear Soulfrein. On their 
pafltge from the iflands ro thisroaft they fell 
in with his Majeftv's (hip the Hannibal, 
Captain Chriftie, off the Wert coatr of Su- 
matra, and took her: this fhip raifed rhc 
number of their 1'mc of battle to twelve, a- 
gatrrlt nine under my command ; had (he join- 
ed me, our difparity both in number and force 
wouM not have been fo great. 

I am much concerned to inform their lord- 
/hips, that his Majefty's floop the Chafer, 
commanded by Captain Parr, was captured 
by the enemy's fttgate the Bellona, in her 
way to Madras Road, from a cruize on the 
northern part of ibis coatr.

The Hero 
continued her potirion, giving and receiving 
a feveic fire for nine minutes, and then flood 
on, greatly damaged to attack the Mon- 
mouth, at that time engaged with another of 
the enemy's Ihirt, mak.ng room for the lhips 
in his rear to come up to the attack of our 
center, where the engagement was hottcft. 
At three the Monmouth had her mizen maff 
Jhot away, and, in a few minutes after, her 
main malt, and bore out of the I in'" to leew- 
ard. At 40 minutes paft three, the wind un- 
expectedly continuing far northerly, without 
•any fea breeze, and being careful not to en- 
tangle our thips with the fhorr, I made the 
fignal for the fquadron to wear, and hau) 
their wind in a line of battle a-head on the 
the larboard tack, ft ill engaging the enemy : 
At 40 minutes paft five, being in fifteen, 
fathom water, and apprehenlive left the 
Monmouth mighr, in her difabled -flate, 



very great in the hu'ls, mafts, tails and rig- 
ging; and almoft all the Ihips had futfered 
conttderably in their mafts, fails and rigging. 

Much about thi? time the French frigate 
La Fine, beinj ordered, 1 fuppole, to tow 
and ailjfl their difabled Ihip the Hero, fell 
on hoard his Majcfty's ftvp Jn\ and had ac- 
tually ft ruck his colours to her ; but taking 
advantage of the datknefs of the night, and 
the ftatc the Jfii was in, jufl come out «.t ac- 
tion, in which flje had a number of men 
killed and wounded, and otherwlfe ill man- 
n»d, the frigate got clear of the Ifis, and 
e leaped. 

An account of rhc number of orncrrs and 
mrn k'llrd and wounded on board the teveral 
lhips of the fquadron, is her* enclofed. 

On the morning of the 13th, at day light, 
1 found the enemy's fquadron had anchored 



about five miles without us, in much dif- 
order and apparent diftrefs, but they had loft 
no lower mafts : both fquadrons were bufily 
employed in repairing damages, drawing into 
order for defence, the enemy forming to appre- 
hend an attack from us, aod 1 myfclf uucer 
tain if they would not ienrw the engage- 
ment, in order to get hold of the Monmouth. 
In thefc fitoations both iquadrous continued 
at anchor till the 19th in the morning, when 
the enemy's got under fail with the land 
wind, and flood out to fea dofc hauled, and 
at noon tacked with the fea breeze, and flood 
in for the body of our fquadron, as if with 
intent to attack ; but afttr coming within 
two miles of us, finding us prepared to re- 
crive them, they again tacked and flood to 
the eaftward by the wind ; and I hare not 
fince been able to learn certainly where they 
are gone. Having rerittcd the Monmouth ia 
thr befl manner our fituation would admit, 
with jury, main and mizen mafts, I failed 
with bis Majcfty's fquadron for this, place on 
the 2*d, and anchored here 00 the evening 
of the fame day, immediately landing the 
reinforcement and military (lores deftined fof 
the garrifoo, and the fick aod wounded. 

In this fituation of the fquadron and it* 
men, I thought it beft for his Majcfty's fer- 
vice to remain at anchor here, and to fct a« 
bout the repairs, of the hull, mafts and tig* 
ging of the feveral Ihips, whilft the fick en- 
joy every benefit oi frdh meat, vegetables 
and wine, on fhorc, for their recovery. 

I have the fatisfadion to inform tbcji lord* 
fliips, that I fhall be able to re- re aft the Man* 
mouth by the end of this month, from tht

I GAVE you, in ny lart. an account of 
our engagement with Monf. SuHVcn and the 
Aunibal, on the 16th of April 17M, in Pert 
Praya harbour* when we were ender Commo- 
doie Johnllonc, but our lecond engagement 
with Moniieur Suffrcn's fquadron, on the 
nth of April iafl, off the ifland of Cevlon, 
fell ftill more particularly to theiharc of the 
Monmonth, who was the Admiral's iVcrnd 
that day, the particulars of which I now fend 
you. 

« On the 12th of April laft, at half pail 
noon, our Admiral made the lignal to alter 
the courfc : we were then Hccrmg two points 
to port. 

" At 45 minutes palt noon, the Admiral 
made the Ilia's fignal lor being out of her (ra- 
tion ; ar one o'clock the lignal was made to 
veer, and two minutes after the fignal to en- 
gage, and immediately after the Admiral 
hauled down tbc fignal to engage, and repeat- 
ed the fignaJ to veer. At this time the hcad- 
.moft of the enemy's (hips began to fire upon 
our van, upon which the Admiral hauled 
down the fignal to veer, and repeated the fig- 
aal to engage 5 and as foon as the Monmouth 
came within the point blank, we engaged the 
enemy'a third fhip, which palled us under a 
prefs of fail, the French Admiral laying up- 
on our Admiral's (larboard bow, and his fe- 
cond a- head, and our fhip, being (as I before 
obferved) the Admiral's fecond, a-head of 
him on that tack, and fuppofing from the 
French Admiral's motion he intended to 
board our's, we luffed up to rake him, and 
back our mizen top fail, which brought us 
within piftol Ihot of Monf. SurTren, and in 
that fituation the Monmouth engaged the 
French Admiral tod two others which were 
a-bead from a quarter after 1 o'clock till 3, 
when our mizen malt fell over the Hern, and' 
foon after the main matt over the iarboard- 
5 D quarter 
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quarter, without lofing a man. The French 
Admiral, feeing the Monmouth's dirlrefs, 
embraced that op,>oiiuoitv, by fctiing art the 
fail* be had left, and hauled out of the line, 
he having the weather gage. At this time 
part of the enemy's van and rear being to 
leeward of us, and none of our ftitps near to 
gire the Monmouth any fupport (our Admiral 
having met with an accident by lome powder 
taking fire) we bore up and cut away the 
wreck, and foon after joined our rear ; in do- 
ing which the Monmouth was obliged to pafa 
the whole line of fire from the enemy's rear, 
which confided of fever fail of the line, force 
raking us, others firing their broadfides into 
us as we patted ihem. 

At 4 we ceaffd firing, at a quarter paft four 
the Admiral made the fignal to veer and con- 
tinue the action in a line a* head, on the lar- 
board tack ; the Monmouth's (battered condi- 
tion rendered hrr at this time aim art unfit for 
*ny further frrvicc, but we ma le every effort 
in our power to g r. in &.r Jcc of our line. 

At a quarter pill five tl e Admit a! made 
the fignal to anh * - ; vrrv foon after wc fell 
into a quarter Icls than (ocr fathoms water, 
and directly after firuck ground; we imme- 
diately let go the frr.all bower arid came head 
to the wind, founded the well, and, from the 
number of (hot the (hip had received between 
wind and water, fhe had five feet water in 
bcr hnld. 

At eight minutea before fit the firing ceaf- 
ed on both fides. 

At 6a our Admiral anchored in lb ore of 
the Monmouth, and foon alter we percc.ved 
three of the enemy's fhips bearing down to at- 
tack the Monmouth, upon wbicb we cut the 
cable (having drove over the (boa! above men- 
tioned) and ran within Jhore of our Admiral, 
and came to au anchor to fia fathoms on his 
larboard quarter, and took Inciter for that 
mr,ht under his wing. The French anchor- 
ed to the northward of us at the fame rime, 
about fix miles distance, put our (bipas much 
to rights as rofubir, and cleared the guns that 
were not difaolcd, and were ready for the fc- 
cend attack, capped a fprlag on our cable, 
and remained tt quarters all night. 

From the day of the action to the iSth of 
Apr<l we were employed in railing juiy maws 
and getting otberwife ready to proceed to fea

F.ight o'clock m the morning of the 18th,

That evening wo lint the gTeateft part of 
our fick and wounded men tux board tbe Com-

On Monday the 2tft, we weighed, in 
companv with the Admiral and thefquadran, 
<and the neat day all our fick and wounded 
and rhofeof the f^uadron were landed; from 
that time till this day the whole fleet has 
been emfajoyed in new mattiog ai»d ngging 
our (hip, which is new completed, and we 
ihall foon teavc this place, take a cruize, and 
proceed to Madras, unlcfs we thould meet 
Monf.SufTrein in ourway,iu wh'ch ca'e I b*r* 
wc Ihall g:ve a better account of the French 
Admiral than that 1 now fend you ; but 
greater exertions than were made by the offi- 
cers and men on board the Monmouth were 
not potfible. The cool conduft and dctermm- 
ed courage of Capt. Alms on that day, amidd 
every furrounding danger from tbe enemy, 
and from the lofs of our marts, and ngg'r; 
cot to pieces, and the difabh-d ftate of the 
fbip in every refpeft, has done him the 
higheft honour as an officer.

Our gallant Captain 
unfbrtunarety lott one of hrs fons, Mr.Georrc 
Alms, whom you may remember went out 11 
one of his Lieutenants, and was in the Mon- 
mouth in the former action with Monf. Soi- 
frein, but after our joining Sir Edward 
Hjghe:'s iquadron, he was promoted on board 
the Admiral, in whofe Ihip he was killed 
while diffinjjuifhing himfelf in aft ion, and 
baing an officer, though young, yet of greit 
merit, and very much beloved among ft os, is 
greatly regretted. 

Two days a 50 we went to a place caLVJ

Trincamale Bay Harbour. 

THIS I Hand becoming again an object of 
notice from the battl« fought 011 the vaucrn 
coatt of U, between Sir Edward Hughes and 
M. dc Sutlrcn on the 12th of April, we have 
given a particular Map of it, and (halt make 
fome additions to the defcription we gave of it 
in pages 284 and 285 of our Magazine for May. 

The native* arc of the Gcnt«o religion, and 
they call their Sovereign the King of Candy, 
from his capital, which is fuuatcd nearly in 
the heart of the ifland. The inland parts are 
wholly in poflcfuon of the natives, but the 
Dutch were mailers of the fca coalts round 
the ifland, until Admiral Hughes rook 
Trincamale. When our fleet under that late 
great officer Admiral Wat loo was there in 
April and M;y 17551 our men were morning 
and evening regaled with a fragrant odour 
from the trees in bloom all round the har- 
bour Thefc trees were at hrft taken for Cin- 
namon tries, but there are very few of thefe 
at Trincamale, the gratification thev receiv- 
ed was from the common dowering Ihrubs, of 
which the whole ifland is full. The hills are 
very high and rocky, and the foil between them 
4 fat and red earth. The vallies are extremely 
pleafant, mo ft o» them being reftethed by a 
clear rivulet. There arc alio veins of black 
chryftal intermixed with fpar and iron, and 
fame black lead and copper ores. It alio pro- 
duce* tin, for Mr. Thomas, a Cornilh gentle- 
man, and particularly curious in thetc mar- 
Icrs, picked up during his Hay, as tine a piece 
of that ore as ever he had feen in Cornwall, 
The ifland abounds with uncommon curiosi- 
ties, particularly, the Grtefutg Li^f, a fpe- 
cic* of Grafs hopper 1 it is of a pale green co- 
lour, with bead, legs, wings, and body, bat 
yet in fbape and appearance exactly refcmblrs 
a leaf. The Cinnamon is got chiefly on the 
weft fide of the illand round Colombo. The 
CamfAtr* is extruded from its loot, hut thi* 
drug is moflly brought from Sumatra, where 
It is fold in fma.'l flat cakes at the enormous 
price of f»*r ftcundi Jlerlittg an ounce. Qhe 
pound of this genuine gum will produce one 
hundred pounds of fuch as is brought to us 
from the Indies after ado Iteration. Cofftc 
grows wild, as do tho trees and i«lauis which 
produce balfum. cafivi, gmmbiguum, Lua, and 
the tiHfufMOHtu/t i from this Uil, which i* lit- 
tle known, a balfam is extracted by dUltlla- 
tioo, excellent for the cure of paralytic numb- 
nefs. There are great varietv of' wild and 
tame fowl, which are fold at « very low 



price ; one dozen of fowls for a rupee, not quite 
an Englith balfcrowni 5 dot ks at the fame 
price; the bay which has many coves, a- 
bound* in rilh, which a<e 4old very cheap; 
the fruits are numerous a pme apple is fold 
for a penny or lefs, and the cocoa-nuts, man- 
goes, jacks, ban a noes, ice. in proportion. 
Here a rupee oulv palfe* for two ibtlUngs ilcr- 
1 og, or lour fihiiiings Dutch. Common 
deer and Guinea deer in great abuouame ; 
but few other homed cattle, and thefe very 
fmall indeed. One day fix oxen wrrc killed 
for the Iquidron, and the wtignt of the whole 
amounted to only 714 pnuud*, and one oc~ 
them was only 70 pounds ; wht-rcas thole at 
Madagascar Weighed 6 and 700 pounds and 
upwards. T he elephants here when at full 
growrb arc from twelve to fourteen feet high, 
and from eighteen to twenty 111 circumference. 
The tiger is alto ao inhabitant of Cry loo 5 
there are three kinds, the 1-rgcft is called 
the Tyger Royal, hi* fliin is of a yellow fan- 
dy colour, ihining and gl»fiy, with long black 
(tripes, his head and mouth very large, eye» 
exceedingly lively, teeth long and yellow, 
legs very thick, with fwrprizing tharp claws, 
and the tail perpetually in motion. The 
only one of this fort we ever faw in 
this country* was fbewh. in a booth at the 
end of Black man Street ad joining to St. 
George's Fields, about nine months ago. 
This fierce animal was as large as the largest 
lion we have feen, fecraingly much llronger, 
and extremely active and playful. The woods 
abound with ve nemo us infects, and fnakesof 
an enormous length. Mr. Ives, to 1755, faw 
one that meafored fifttem feet in length, and 
thirty inches in circumference ; and a fpider 
as large as a toad, with brown hair upon if, 
the legs as thick as a large tobacco pipe, and 
more than four inches long. The fame 
gentleman killed a Centipede which was 
more than jtven inches long. A ftorpiorx 
was brought on board the fqoadroii* May 9th, 
which mealured eight inches long fiom brad 
to tail excluliveof the claws, and the well as 
bard as that of a crab.

In the late action with the combined fleets, 
}ohn Addinbrook, a feaman on board hisMa- 
'clly'i (hip Royal William^ received a cannon

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of the fltirt which it hung by. Ia this fitua- 
tion he was brought into the cock-pit: the 
furgcon was endeavouring as much as poffible 
to foftcn the rigour of his fate, wl»ni a 
wounded officer and another ftaman were 
brought down ; on which he ("aid, with ihe 
urtnort compofure, •« Don't regard mc ; I'm 
paft recovery ; but do w'.iat yoo can for ihcfc, 
who mav be ferviceable agjin."— He then 
lay bleeding for about half an hour without 
uttering a groan, when he hrard an officer 
come down, and call out to the people on the 
lower gun deck, that tbr French Admiral 
had hauled clofc to the wind, and was mak- 
ing fail from us; the feamen immediately 
gave three chrrrs, which he nobly joinrd 
them in, and then expired in about ten mt*

OUR miniftry, in the courfe of lart week, 
received various difpatches from the General 
Due dc Crillon, and from Don Louis de Cor- 
dova, commander in chief of the combined 
Meets, relating to the operations by land and 
fea, from the 8th of this month to the 16th. 
The combined fquadron was flat ioned to give 
the enemy a warm reception, as we knew, 
they were on their pafTige With a great con- 
voy to relieve Gibraltar, and that they were 
already arrived in our teas. The commander 
in chief of the fleet had made the beft difpo- 
fit ions to place properly all thefhips of the 
line, and the veftels of inferior rate, that 
nothing might prevent the accomplifhment of 
our two grand objects, that of intercepting 
the convoy, and that of attacking the ene- 
my. 

On the 1 or b he received various advices 
from our look-outs along the coaft, and from 
rm light fhip* which he had Tent on difco- 
very, into the Teas of Cadiz and Galicia ; 
all their intelligence agreed in afluring him 
that the Euglifh fleet was approaching ours. 
After this advice we lay at fingle anchor, 
having fent away the fetteet and fh allocs 
that might embarrafs oor manoeuvres. 

Night came on, and with it a furious tem- 
pvft, which lafted until (even o'clock next 
morning, and put all the (hips in the greatefr 
danger of bfirg v/recked on the coal!, or of 
being dafhrd m pieces againft each other. 
In luch circumtlar.ces it was not eafy to pro- 
cure new anchors, efpecially a», all the fmall 
vetfehvrhich could have performed that fcrvicr, 
had been removed, as we have already men- 
tioned, from thr line of battle. It was only 
by dint of aliluoons labour that we preferved 
ourfelves from the greatcft part of the dan- 
gers which threatened uc. The St. Michael

Next morning (the nth) 
we could hardly afcertain the condition in 
which we were, and although the labours of 
the night had infinitely fatigued the lhips 
ctew, a continuance of the f»me ardour and 
promptitude was Hill neceflary to execute the 
repairs wanted ; and in this refpeft we were 
under the highef) obligations to the general 
of the army the Due de Crillon, who pro- 
vided for us all the iuccours, that he was ca- 
pable of giving us. 

Towards the evening, our look-cAits made 
fignalsof feeing the enemy's fleet, which ap- 
proached with a ftrong, but favourable gale. 
The eomrriander in chief fummoned all the 
commanders of the rlecr, and they were una- 
nimoully of opinion, that the licet ought not 
to get under way, until the fhips which had 
been damaged were entirely repaired, and 
that we fhould make the quicker* difpofVmns 
to go and meet the enemy and attack them. 

The Englifh fquadron could not remain at 
their anchors, our gun boats difircfled them 
by their fire as much as the tide and the ag ; - 
tation of the waves would permit them, when 
the force of the wiad and the currents, drove 
the enemy into the Mediterranean with tl « 
greatefl part of their convoy ; only two fri- 
gates and four tranfports under the protection 
of the cannon of the garrifou having been 
able to gain the road. 

In this fituation of things, the combined 
flcrr h.iving fufficicntly completed their re- 
pairs, did not lofe a moment in preparing to 
make fail to follow the enemy. 

The night following we had another heavy 
gale of wind, but thanks to all the precau- 
tions which had been taken, our fleet did not 
receive the lealt damage; and as far as fight 
would permit us to difcover what was the fate 
of the enemy's fleet* we judged that it was 
difperfed in the Mediterranean. In the mean

" THE olHcers who were palTengers o n 
board the two frigates ihr *&*le and th c 
GUirtf were, at firrt, laud- d on the right 
hand bank of thc Delaware. Having b*trn 
put athore at the diiuure of three leagues 
trora their frigates, the Baroo de Viomcnil 
fent back the boats, ddirmg that all thc mo- 
ney which the two frigitcs had in charge 
might be fent to him. Although thc Sieurs 
de la Touchr, and dc Yalioogd-, were at 
that moment in more immcdUie danger than 
they had yet been, they exerted tiumfclves 
with fo much activity, that toe irunfport of 
the money was etfreVd : vet it out ac- 
complifhcd without dijticolty. Two fhal- 
lope manned with too refogees each, had 
undertaken tofeizc the two boat', loaded -arirh 
the money; the boats we may lay, were for 
one moment in their poffeilion ; bur thc good 
countenance of tbe officers who had been 
landed, with that of ftur armed men, and 
the boldncf*of the Sicur Gourgues, auxiliary 
oitker, coming up with tbe boats of tbe 
A'gU, ib frightened thefe zoo refugees, that 
although they bad not twenty men to contend 



with, they put about and fheered orT. The 
money was fent to Pliiladelnhta, under the 
efcort of the Atdes de Csmp, and fix olficert 
of the royal corps of artillery and of the 
legion of Lauzun, commanded by the Sicur 
Sheldon, who acquitted himlelf of the com-* 
miffion with zeal and intelligence. The 
b:cor$ de Chabarmes, de MontclVjuieo, de 
Lomenie, and dcMelfort, were of the great- 
eit lervice during the moment of our Hilt 
emharraflments. The Sieurs de Brentano, dc 
Rjcr, de Talleyrand, de Lameth, de Fleurv, 
de Vaudreuil, Frederick de Chabanncs, dc 
Mohtmorr, dc Viomentl flls, difplayed the 
greatrft zeal, and ac^ed as fentinels * cverv 
night. The Sieurs de Laval, de TilFeul, and 
de Brentano devoted themfelves in a very par- 
ticular manner to recover out of tbe fca, 
c.ro,ooo livresf, which had been thrown 
into it at the moment when the refugees fcu- 
ed tbe boats. The Sieurs de Sc^ur and tie 
Broglie, aftrr hav ng c\rrted thcmlelves with 
thc greateA zeal to improve the refourcts nf 
the firlr moment, took chargr nf the minif- 
terial'difpatchts for the S:rur» <ie la Luzerne, 
dr Rnehambeau and de Vaudreuil, and earned 
tb«*m toPhila^eli bja.
